Orders to the Pacific Fleet 
Revive Interest, 


Secretary Long Denies They are 
Significant. 


Proposed Movements of Warships 
and Comment Thereon — Early 
Action Concerning a Treaty is 
Looked For. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, April 2. — [Special 
Dispatch.] There has not been so much 
talk of Hawaiian annexation in many 
months as has grown from the orders 
to the flagship Philadelphia to proceed 
to Honolulu. Despite the denial of Sec- 
retary Long that there is any signifi- 
cance in the jourhey, and of the State 
Department that any orders were sent 
to Admiral Beardslee, there is much 
discussion as to the meaning of the 
transfer of the flagship of the Pacific 
station to the islands at this time, when 
the Marion, which is to be relieved, has 
been at Honolulu such a short time. 

It is understood that the Marion will 
be ordered to San Francisco for repairs 
at once, while the Philadelphia will con- 
tinue at the islands until she can be 
relieved by a first-class vessel. The 
annexationists take this move to mean 
that the President contemplates early 
action as regards the sending of a 
treaty to the Senate. That they over- 
rate the importance of the affair is 
shown tonight by the statement of a 


|man close to the Executive, who says | 


that nothing will be done in the matter 
until after the passage of the Tariff 
Bill. 

Hawaiian annexationists now here, 
while they are still at work creating or 
endeavoring to create sentiment favor- 
able to a protectorate over the islands, 
are not pressing the matter upon the 
Executive as. they realize that he is 
using every energy to secure early 
consideration of the Tariff Bill. When 
this special legislation is out of the 
way, active work will be begun to se- 
cure the introduction of a joint resolu- 
tion, 
tions on lines laid down by the recent 
annexation meeting in Hawaii. 

PLENTY OF RUMORS. 

SAN DIEGO, April 2.—Although it 
is understood that the cruiser Phila- 
delphia will not leave for Hawaii until 
next Tuesday or Wednesday, no one 
would be surprised, judging by the ac- 
tivity of the preparations on board, 
if she were to slip away sooner. Light- 
ers have been alongside her today, and 
she has been hurriedly taking on coal 
and supplies. As soon as her regular 
bunkers are filled, temporary ones will 
be fitted up on deck and these latter 
will also be filled. As to the precise 
purpose of sending the cruiser so un- 
expectedly to the islands plenty of ru- 
mors are rife. It is known that a long 
cipher dispatch was received by Ad- 
miral Beardslee yesterday and that he 
replied to it at considerable length to- 
day, and a report is current that he 
has requeSted to be given more ample 
authority to deal with emergencies that 
may arise. 

Another rumor is that the admiral is 
instructed, in case of an uprising of 
Japanese on the island, not to take a. 
hand unless it is evident that the Ha- 
waiian government is not able to cope 
with the trouble. These are current 
rumors only. One thing, however, is 
certain, and that is that some of the 
officers and most of the crew anticipate 
stirring times at Hawaii. They believe 
that blue-jackets and marines will be 
landed, and say that the cruiser is now

THE NAVAL ACTIVITY, 


Secretary Long Discloses That There 
is Nothing Warlike in It. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Secretary 
Long is authority for the statement 
that orders for flagship Philadelphia to 
proceed to Honolulu have no signifi- 
cance. It is said at the State Depart- 
ment that the movement has not been 
requested by it, as would have been the 
case had the threatened trouble be- 
tween the Japanese and Hawaiian gov- 
ernments entered into the calculations 
of the Navy Department. 

The Philadelphia is to relieve the Ma- 
rion, which relieved the Alert.

Hannibal, Mo., and Quincy, Ill., the 
Chief Points Threatened—Green- 
. Ville, Miss., in Woe—News from 
the Wind and Blizzard Regions.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) April 2.—The heavy 
rains of the past two days are having 
an effect on the streams tributary to 
the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers in 
Iowa, Illinois, Missouri and Kansas. As 
a result they are pouring torrents into 
these mighty waterways and flooding 
the lowlands through which they flow, 
causing considerable damage, but, as 
far as Known, no casualties. 

Weather Observer Frankenfield today 
warned the people on this side of the 
river and in East St. Louis, whose 
places are in danger of being flooded, 
that the danger-line will be reached 
within the next forty-eight hours. Ad- 
ditional warnings were also sent to 
Clarksville, ‘Canton, Lagrange and 
Louisiana, Mo., and Quincy and Graf- 
ton, Ill., apprising them of the expected 
rise. Frankenfield says the two points 
where the greatest danger will exist 
for the next twenty-four hours are 
Hannibal, Mo., and Quincy, Ill. 

Railroads running west and south 
were in much better shape today than 
on Thursday. Two trains were dis- 
patched from here over the Iron Moun- 
tain, but none were due to arrive be- 
fore late this.afternoon.— 


The Missouri, Kansas and Texas

ONE THOUSAND FAMILIES HOME- 
ST. PAUL (Minn.,) April 2.—The 

Mississippi River here has reached a 

Stage of sixteen feet, and is still ris- 

ing slcwly. This is the bighest point 

reached since the great flood of 1881. 

The residents of the flats have had 

ample warning to save themselves and 

their property. 

Between Minneapolis and St. Paul 
1000 families have been made home- 
less by the flood. They lived on the 
flats along the river side and in the 
lowlands west of St. Paul. Families 
that lived to the left of the inter- 
urban bridge at Minneapolis have been 


driven out, and a vast body of water 
‘rushes over the spot where their homes 


used to be. It has swept away many 
houses. On the west side, the water 
is encroaching on the Robert-street 
bridge. Only two streets in the fats 
are free from water, and those only 
for three squares. The water is com- 
ing up, and is gradually submerging 
all the lowlands. Already two hun- 
dred homes over there are under water, 
and more disappear with each succeed- 
ing hour. 

Looking from the pier of the old 
Broadway bridge toward the south, the 
west side looks like an immense lake, 
with a housetop sticking above’ the 
surface here and there to relieve the 
monotony. Many of the residences 
farther down are-covered, and the 
lake .is. floating full. of all sorts -of 
household goods, femces, barn roofs, 
trees and lumber of all descriptions. 
On the upper flats, on the east side 
of the river, the inhabitants awoke 
this morning to find their yards ard, 
in some cases, their houses fiooded. 
They immediately began to move. 

By a sudden rise of the river at 
South St. Paul last night,’ 150 sheep 
were drowned. There were 80,900 sheep 
in the pens at this point, which are 
being removed to other yards. Mil- 
lions of feet of lumber got away from 
the boom companies to the north and

GREENVILLE IN WOE. 
GREENVILLE (Miss.,) April 2.—The 


population of the northern part of the 


city is suffering all the woes incident 
to an overflow. Seven hundred to a 
thousand families are surrounded with 
water. People living north of Alex- 
ander street, through which the pro- 
tective levee runs, dynamited the rail- 
road tracks in seven or eight places to 
let the water pass into the country. 
This checked the rise temporarily. 
Water from the Deerfield Lake break 
is coming up slowly to the south, and 
the two floods have met. 

East of Greenville camps of linemen 
are established at convenient points, 
working to. keep up the telegraph wires, 
so communication with the outside will 
be maintained several days yet.. The 
fleet of skiffs is scouring the country 
and hourly bringing in refugees. Thou- 
sands of head of live stock are coming 
in. High water from Cairo down, to- 
gether with the continued. heavy rise 
at St. Louis, means widespread déstruc- 
tion to the delta. <All points are south 
of Perthshire break. 

INCIDENTS OF THE FLOOD. 

MEMPHIS, April 2.—The flood situ- 
ation has once more become acute from 
a point a few miles above Austin, Miss., 
as far down as the first break at Perth- 


shire, Miss. Another crevasse in this 


line of levees would not be surprising. 
The pressure on the levee is brought 
about by the waters of the St. Francis 
Basin, which are here congested be- 
tween the levees in front of Helena. 
There is no levee on the Arkansas down 
to San Souci, to a point above Helena, a 
distance of 100 miles, and it is at Aus- 
tin that the levee system on each side 
of the river begins and goes to the 
passes below New Orleans. The water 
is now so high in the St. Francis Basin 
that the current rushes from the west 
and cuts along the east shore levee for 
miles, and several alarming telegrams 
ae been received from near Austin 


Boats have been requested to run on} 


slow bells, and laborers are constantly 
strengthening the embankments. A 
crevasse at Austin would inundate a 
strip of fertile country in Tunica and 
Coahuma counties twenty miles wide 
and sixty miles long. Reports from 
Helena, Ark,. show that the river there 
is still rising slowly, and it is almost 
miraculous that the levees at Helena 
have not broken. Thousands of people 
have been working day and night, and 
their energies are seemingly exhaust- 
less. The Missouri Pacific and Cotton 


Belt roads have rushed trainload after | 


trainload of sacks into the beleaguered 
city, and still stand ready to help the 


‘Helena people. The railroads have ren-

dered great assistance to the levee 
boards. The Illinois Central, Missouri 
Pacific and Cotton Belt railroads have 
devoted all their great forces to the 
work of saving the country, and that 
without charge. Greenville is on an 
island, and Rosedale, Miss., is in avater 
from five to ten feet deep. The funds 
of a bank in Rosedale have been moved 
to the second story. ; 

Thousands of head of cattle are 
Standing on the levee, and many unfor- 
tunate refugees sleep there, with no 
covering to protect them from the 
water-soaked winds of night. Back of 
Rosedale and throughout the lower and 
middle delta country everything is un- 
der water. In many villages communi- 
cation with the outside world has been 
cut off for several days. The threat- 
ened rise at Cairo is now a certainty. 
The Mississippi above Cairo and the 
Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers will 
send a great flood into the already filled 
St. Francis, and from Cairo to Memphis 
it is feared that the deluge will mark 
a high-water figure that will be @-ith- 
out precedent.

FRANCE WANTS REDUCTION. 

LONDON, April 2.—The Times will 
publish a dispatch from its Paris cor- 
respondent tomorrow, saying:

The death war- 
rant was read to them at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning and was received by the 
Borregos with some facetiousness. The 
Vicar-General remained with the 
doomed men until they were led to 
the scaffold, administering the conso- 


| lations of their religion. They mounted 


the scaffold, attended by the Sheriff 
and three deputies and the Vicar-Gen- 
eral and disappeared from the view 
of the limited number of spectators 
admitted to the jail yard within the 
tent which surrounded the scaffold.

DIED FROM MORPHINE. 


BUT IT WAS NOT TAKEN WITH 
SUICIDAL INTENT. 


W. F. Barber, a Well-known Busi- 
ness Man, Dies from Morphine 
Poisoning—No Good Reason to 


Suppose it Was Suicide—An Ac- 
cidental ‘Overdose. 


William F. Barber, for many years 
a well-known business man of ‘Los 
Angeles, died yesterday morning about 
11 o’clock from an overdose of mor- 
phine. The death took place at the 
home of the deceased, No. 2915 South 
Figueroa street. ; 

Dr. Choate, the attending physician, 
was seen by a Times reporter, and 
stated that for some time Mr. Barber 
had been nervous, to counteract the 
effect of which he had been in the habit 
of taking small doses of morphine. On 
Thursday night about 8 o’clock Mr. 
Barber, being unable to sleep, took a 
dose of the narcotic, but the effect not 
being sufficient, a second dose was 
taken about 11 o’clock. Mrs. Barber 
states that her husband fell asleep 
about 1 o’clock in the morning, but 
that his stertorous breathing did not 
arouse and suspicions, as he was habit- 
ually a somewhat loud sleeper. When 
Mrs. Barber arose in the morning, no 
notice was taken of Mr. Barber’s con- 
dition until about 9 o’clock, when’ his 
irregular and 
Strangled as to excite alarm. 

Dr. Choate’ was summoned, who 
called in Dr. Maynard, and both phys- 
icians worked hard over the patient, 
to no effect, however, he breathing his 
last breath about 11 o’clock. 

While there does not seem to . be 
any good reason for believing that Mr. 
Barber took the narcotic with suicidal 
intent, still it was known that nerv- 
ousness and loss of sleep had made 
him despondent. The case seemed so 
clearly one of carelessness that the 
Coroner did not deem it necessary to 
remove the body, a certificate being 
granted. 

William F. Barber was a well-known 
man in business circles, having been 
a prominent real estate dealer for many 
years. He leaves a widow and two 
gons, both of them young men.

FIGHTING IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Severe Engagements with Decisive 
Results in Favor of Spain. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Span- 
ish legation has received official dis- 
patches from Madrid under date of 


| April-1,-announcing the most decisive 


engagements in the Philippine Islands 
since the insurrection there began. 
The’ strongly-intrenched towns of 
Noveleta, Lecbau and Rosario were 
stormed and taken by the Spanish 
troops. At the same time the Spanish 
fleet shelled the ‘seaport town of Cavil- 
evgo and other strategic points leading 
to the insurgents’ stronghold of Imus. 
The losses were heavy, and 1630 pris- 
oners surrendered as a result of the 
shelling of Cavtlevgo. 

The fleet engaged in the latter oper- 
ation included the cruisers Reina 
Christiana, Don Juan d’Austria, Isla 
de Luzon, Isla de la Cuba and Maria 
de Molina. With these were a number 
of gunboats and light-draught ships 
for maneuvering through adjacent 
swamps. The officials. of the Spanish 
legation are highly gratified at the 
announcements, and state that the re- 
sults practically close the conflict in 
the islands, these being the last of a 
series of severe engagements. 


Minister Dupuy de Lome cabled at 


6 o’clock last night his congratulations 
to Gen. Polavieja, commander of the 
Spanish forces, and after making the 
circuit of half the globe, an answer 
was received at 6 o’clock this. morn-. 
ing from Polavieja, expressing his 
thanks. 

Gen. Polavieja’s’ plan of campaign 
was to advance from the south on 
the several towns held by the insur- 
gents, while the fleet operated along 
the northern coast, the two govern- 
ment forces gradually coming together. 
Part of the time he was obliged to be 
carried on a litter and active overa- 
tions were intrusted to Maj.-Gen. La 
Chambre. The fighting on the north- 
.ern marsh has been severe, the losses 
running into the hundreds, and has 
been in marked contrast with the 
small engagements in Cuba. The 
towns of Silary, Dos Marius and Sali- 
taran were stormed successively and 
taken. These, with the towns taken 
yesterday, constituted, it is said, all 
the strongholds formerly held by the 
insurgents in the province of Cavite. 

The Spanish forces have sustained 
considerable losses, Gen. Savalla and 
two colonels being among the killed 
during the several storming operations. 
At one point Gen. La Chambre found 
an insurgent town so strongly 
trenched in front that he devised a 
plan of sending a force of govern- 
ment troops around to the flank. The 
men lowered themselves by means of 
ropes}; and in this way the town was 
taken. When the trouble in the isl- 
ands began, the Spanish force con- 
sisted of only one regiment of artil- 
lery and one of marines. Gen. Pola- 
vieja’s force now numbers 25,000 men. 

IT- WAS WELCOME NEWS. 

MADRID, April 2.—The Queen Re- 
gent was. atténding a concert yester- 
day when a telegram was handed her 
announcing the victories of the Span- 
ish troops in the Philippine Islands. 
Her Majesty caused the dispatch to be 
read from the stage, which aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm. The or- 
chestra played the national anthem 
and other patriotic airs. Additional 
advices from Manila say that the 
Spaniards have inflicted another de- 
feat on the insurgents, killing two 
hundred of the enemy. 

DEATH PENALTY NOT LIKELY. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says that Gen. 
Ruiz Rivera and Col. Bacalao, his 
chief of staff, will be taken to Havana 
for trial before an ordinary court-mar- 
tial.

SCARCITY OF WATER. 

HAVANA, April 2.—There is a great 
scarcity of water in Santiago de Cuba, 
and the authorities there have been 
compelled to reduce the water rations 
of the prisoners and sick persons in 
the jails and in the hospitals. 

A merchant of this city named Mich- 
aelson has ordered a Philadelphia 
steamer, bound for Santiago de Cuba 
to load minerals, to carry water there 
for the thirsty residents. Four hun- 
dred casks of water arrived there as 
ballast on the steamer Erndale, and 
thousands of persons gathered at the | 
wharf to obtain some of the water. 


HAVANA NOTES. 

HAVANA, April 2.—Dispatches from 
Cienfuegos, province of Santa Clara, 
announce that Capt.-Gen. Weyler has 
ordered the arrest and imprisonment of 
the chief of police, Sefior Merina, sev- 
eral police inspectors and thirty-five 
other persons. It appears that the 
captain-general while visiting the ma- 
rine hospital, which contained twenty 
patients, made inquiries which elicited 
the information that the rations there 
were of a poorer quality than those 
served in the military hospital, where 
there are 300 patients. Thereupon he 
issued orders to the effect that while 
all useless expenditure was to be 
avoided, all persons convictml of de- 
priving the sick of what is due them 
will be severely punished. Some promi- 
inent citizens and officials are said to 
be implicated. 

The military line across the province 
of Puerto Principe, from Jaruco in 
the south to Moron in the north, has 
been entirely closed. The Spanish 
troops occupying the island of Turi- 
guana, off the Moron coast, has con- 
structed a fort in the only pass which 
it is possible to get through, and the 
Spanish military authorities. believe

- WASHINGTON, April 2.—The clos- 
ing chapter of the correspondence 
which has passed between the United 
States and Spain regarding the prohi- 
bition of tohacco exports from Cuba, 
as shown in the report on foreign rela- 
tions just published, will be very com- 
forting to the tobacco importers. Sec- 
retary Olney had been complaining 
without much avail of the detention in 
Cuba of tobacco which had been con- 
tracted for, or was even in the posses- 
sion of would-be exporters before the 
decree was issued suspending imports.

The only question of 
public importance discussed was the 
question of rescinding the order of ex- 
President Cleveland setting apart 
twenty-one forest reservations in the 
West. This question has engaged the 
attention of Secretary Bliss for some 
time. The Secretary took to the White 
House the maps and papers relating to 
the matter. 

The discussion of the forestry ques- 
tion was at times very vigorous, and all, 
the members stook part. The outcome 
was instru¢tions that the National For- 
estry Commission be summoned to 
Washington to talk over their work 
with the President. It is said the senti- 
ment was unanimous that Cleveland’s 
proclamation was too comprehensive, 
and it was stated that the object of the 
commission which investigated the 
subject and on whose report the reser- 
vations were proclaimed, was to take 
in “enough” territory to preclude the 
possible future claim that any land 
legitimately deserving or requiring res- 
ervation had been omitted. The Cab- 
inet held that the commission’s investi- 
gation was inadequate. The President 
announced his purpose to act on con- 
servative lines and not to act without 
more information. 

Secretary Bliss lead the discussion, 
and submitted notes of the conditions 
by western Senators, who protested 
against the order. The amendment to 
legislation naw pending authorizing 
money for the work was reviewed, and 
it was decided that no action should 
be taken pending such a survey of the 
reserved country. The general opinion 
was that the amendment would he 
made a law early next week, and it was 
determined that surveying work should 
be begun immediately upon the amend- 
ments becoming a law, and the reports 
of the survey be expedited to the end 
that any defect should be promptly 
remedied. 

As at present determined, the for- 
estry proclamation will not be revoked, 
but the provisions will be adjusted by 
Presidential orders as to specific tracts. 
The Black Hills reservation in South 
Dakota in all probability will com- 
prise part of the lands which will be 
subjected to the first survey. When the 
work there is completed, the President 
will exempt from the provisions of the 
proclamations such lands as are of 
farming or agricultural character, or 
where the settlers’ rights are injured. 
Then the survey will be transferred to 
other tracts and the exemptions pro- 
claimed separately as the work pro- 
gresses. The Forestry Commission is 
expected to come to Washington some 
time next week to talk over the matter 
with President McKinley, and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. 

Sylvested Scovel, the newspaper cor- 
respondent who was imprisoned in 
Cuba, saw President McKinley this aft- 
ernoon. Between five and six hundred 
persons were present at the public re- 
ception.

THE CZAR’S CORONATION, 


An ex-Attache of the St. Petersburg 
Academy of Medicime Says the 
Trenches Were Dug and Bombs 
Subsequently Thrown by the 
"Reds”’—The Czar’s Warning.

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) April 2.—Theo- 
pile F. Lawezynski, who says he is a 
native of Russian Poland, a graduate 
of the Academy of Medicine of St. Pet- 
ersburg, and an ex-attaché of that in- 
stitution, is a guest at a hotel in this 
city. He left Russia, he says, for the 
reason that he was compelled to, on ac- 
count of a duel. He said he was in | 
Petersburg during the coronation of, 
the Czar, and that instead of 6000 or 
thereabouts reported killed, the number 
of people was between 17,000 and 20,000, 
and the number of injured between 10,- 
000 and 15,000. The details of the calam- 
ity, he says, were suppressed by th 
Russian government officials. : 

The massacre, or slaughter, Lawe- 
synski says, was the result of a Nihil- 
ist plot. The Nihilists were responsible 
for the trenches that had been dug, 
and into which so muny fell and were 
crushed. Many were killed and in- 
jured, he declared, by bombs that were 
thrown during the height of the excite- 
The occasion furnished the 


Nihilists— most opportune time, he 


Says, to carry out their awful work. 

The Nihilists, it is,asserted, were dis- 
appointed at the ill-success of their 
scheme, which had in view the bring- 
ing of the (Czar and Czarina to the 
place, through the .sympathy that 
would be aroused in the royal pair for 
the unfortunates, when the bombs 
would again be used. The Czar did 
not visit the place, as he was attend- 
ing a ball, and he and the Czarina con- 
tented themselves with sending expres- 
sions of regret, though doubtless 
warned by those in high authority to 
absent themselves, on the statement 
that their lives-would be endangered. 

Mr. Lawezynski says there were few 
private burials, and the majority were 
interred in trenches in the field where 
the accident occurred.

The Order is Issued by Secretary

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Secretary 
Alger today issued an order placing 
Maj.-Gen. Thomas H. Ruger, com- 
manding the Department of the East 
at New York, on the retired list on 
account of age. His retirement will 
make a large number of promtions, 
and cause the shifting of several of 
the department commanders. Al- 
though the orders have not been is- 
sued, it is known that Maj.-Gen. Wesley 
Merritt, commanding the Department 
of the Missouri, will be transferred 
to the command of the Department of 
the East, and Brig.-Gen. John R. 
Brooks, commanding the Department 
of Dakota, will succeed to the com- 
mand of the Department of the Mis- 
souri. Brig.-Gen. Frank Wheaton, 
the 
Colorado, who will become a major- 
general, has expressed his willingness 
to remain where he is, until he retires

The vacancy in the command of the 
Department of Dakota at St. Paul will 
go to Gen. Coppinger, now in com- 
mand of the Department of the Platte, 
if he desires to make a change of sta- 
tion.

MOUNT LOWE RAILWAY’ CREDIT- 
‘ ORS HOLD A SESSION. 


A Committee of Three Appointed 
by the Unsecured Creditors to 
Confer with the Bondholders 
and Obtain a Settlement or Com- 
promise. 


The unsecured creditors of the Mount 
Lowe Railway Company held a meet- 
ing at room 424, Wilcox Building, yes- 
terday afternoon. The unsecured 
creditors are mostly Los Angeles busi- 
ness men, and so there was a fairly- 
full attendance. ' 

But little discussion of the matter 
was held. After a plain statement of 
facts, a committee was appointed, 
consisting of J. M. Johnston, of the 
Union Métal and Hardware Company, 
Fred L. Baker of the Baker Iron 
Works, and L. E. Mosher of The 
Times. The committee of the unse- 
cured creditors will meet .with the 
committee of the bondholders to ar- 
range for the protection of themselves. 
The committee appointed yesterday 
was endowed with the powers of attor- 
neys in fact, power being given them 
to settle or compromise all unsecured 
claims against the railway. A paper 
will be circulated by the committee 
to which will be attached the signa- 
tures of the unsecured creditors, the 
paper purporting to give the committee 
power to act as they themselves think 
best. If necessary, the committee ap- 
pointed will engage counsel to draw 
up the various papers that they will 
present to a committee of the bond- 
holders, so that everything may be in 
due legal form. 

The road was originally bonded in 
the sum of $500,000, most of the bonds 
being held in Chicago, though a large 
portion of them are here in Los An- 
geles. The actual indebtedness of the 
railroad, as far as the unsecured cred- 
itors are concerned, is nearly all 


‘placed in the city, and will amount to 


fully $100,000 or more. The affairs of 
the road will not be settled for some 
months to come.

Is There a Living in the Poultry 
Business? 


{California Cultivator:] I am think- 
ing of moving to California and engag- 
ing in the poultry business near Los 
Angeles or San Diego. Have had some 
experience. Can I make a living at it? 
—[({J. B., St. Paul, Minn. 

We get many inquiries like the above 
from parties in different parts of the 
East at the season of the year. Not 
knowing the qualifications and experi- 
ence of our correspondents it is impos- 
sible to give them a very satisfactory 
answer, Many can and do make a liv- 
ing in the poultry business in Califor- 
nia, but whether you can do so or not 
we cannot say. The poultry business is 
not different from other lines—some 
succeed while others fail. 

While the price of eggs in Los An- 
geles does not average so high as it did 
a few years ago still it is high enough 
yet to enable Kansas producers to ship 
‘several carloads a year to this section, 
and we see no reason why eggs cannot 
be produced as cheaply here as there. 
A great many contend however, that 
fowls are more liable to disease and 
sickness here than in the East, on ac- 
count of the difference in temperature 
between night and day. We-have no- 
ticed, though, that complaints usually 
come from those who do not give their 
flocks proper care—have -to0om many 
crowded together in a small space, are 
neglectful about cleanliness or lice, do 
not guard against drafts in sleeping 
quarters, etc. We have in mind a flock 
of over 300, which 
crowded into a space less than _ one-

A Strawberry Talk. 


[Byron O. Clark, in California Culti- 
vator:] As the berry season approaches, 
we should be planning forthe marketing 
of the crop. The increased acreage 
being planted, with favorable weather, 
will very materially increase any pre- 
vious crop record, and if some system 
of codperative marketing be not 
adopted, prices may prove ruinously 
low. There is: no good reason why 
the different localities shipping to the 
Los Angeles market should not follow 
the example of the Gardena growers. 
and appoint one of their number to 
handle the entire crop of the neigh- 
borhood, at a much less average cost 
per crate than each individual acting 
Independently could do. He could also 
secure better prices, for the feature of 
each grower competing with his neigh- 
bor would be eliminated, and prices 
could be maintained at a reasonable 
figure, one which would reward the 
grower for his labor. Each commun- 
ity should have one person to do all 
the selling and marketing. These 
should coéperate with each other and 
not sell any fruit on the market at 
a figure less than would be a reason- 
able price; for if these salesmen g6 
into the market competing with each 
other, matters would be very little 
better than when individual marketing 
is carried on with its consequent tom- 
petition. There are less than a dozen 
berry districts depending on Los An- 
geles for a market, and if each would 
appoint a local representative, as Gar- 
dena and some others have gone, these 
men should’ be able to codédperate on 
some equitable basis that would satis- 
factorily solve the problem. Prices 
should be fixed at a reasonable figure 
that would encourage consumption of 
a maximum amount of fruit and still | 
be remunerative to the grower, What 
the producers need are fair prices 
maintained throughout the season, not 
extremes that limit the consumption 
to the rich at one time and pauperize 
the grower at another. 

The next meeting of the Southern 


California Pomological Soctety will 


at Azusa next May, and the Azusa 
people have promised to make an ex- 
hibit of their products. This will be 
a splendid opportunity for the berry | 
growers to come togethemand compare 
notes, make an exhibit of their choicest 
fruit, comparing new varieties and 
discussing their r@lative merits. This 
should be made one of the most in- 
teresting meetings ever held by the 
society. Let every berry-grower com- 
mence now and plan to grow some exX- 
tra good fruit to show, and make notes- 
on the behavior of any new kinds 
he may be testing, and report at the 
meeting. These meetings, held semi- 
annually, together with the Farmers’ 
Institutes under the superintendence 
of Prof. Cook, offer grand possibilities 
to the fruit-growers for posting them- 
selves and keeping up with the demand 
of the times for intelligent horticul- 
ture. 

The present year will be quite an im- 
provement in the quality of berries put 
on the market. There is more interest 


‘being manifested in new varieties than —— 


ever before shown here, and quite ex- 
tensive plantings of the choicer kinds 
will have its effect in the better class 
of fruit marketed this summer. 
Speaking of new varieties leads me 
to protest against the senseless and 
misleading practice of some growers, 
who, when they secure something of 
real or apparent merit, rename it. This 
is not only misleading, but when 
practiced for deception, is absolutely 
dishonest. There are a number of 
berries that can be had from any of 
the leading growers of the country, 
that are being paraded under new 
names and offered at high prices. No 
one has any more right to rename & 
fruit than he has to practice any other 
deception. It is exasperating to pay 


‘a fancy price for some supposedly 


new variety, when it can be had under 
its proper name at half price; or you 
may have it growing on your own 
grounds. It happens sometimes the 
proper name is lost, at such times 
it is justifiable to give a new name, 
if the facts in the ease are made 
known: but in no other case is it 


justifiable. 
Cheese Making in America. 


The St. Louis Interstate Grocer says: 
“The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has just issued an interesting 
study of cheese-making in this coun- 
try, compared with cheese-maki in 
Europe. A reading of it will convince 
the average man that we still have a 
great deal to learn, and that cheese- 
making, as that is understood abroad, 
is still in its infancy here. Cheese has 
been made in this country from the 
time ef the earliest settlements, but it 
is only during the last fifty years that 
it has been undértaken systematically. 
In scientific cheese-making Herkimer 
county, N. Y., now ‘seems to. lead in 
the United. States. Cheese was also 
made in the New England States. Inr . 
the time of Jefferson a delegation from 
a Massachusetts town journeyed all the 
way to Washington to present to the 
President a mammoth cheese. In Penn- 
sylvania also the industry was devel- 
oped at an early day, especially by the 
Germans. 

“Tn 1840, we are told, the value of all 
dairy products in the United States was 
$33,787,008, of which New York State 
produced nearly one-third. Our high- 
est export of cheese was in 1881, when 
we exported 147,995,614 pounds. In 1890 
we exported 95,000,000 pounds, in round 
numbers. 
millions, our cheese exports have been 
in 1891, 82; in 1892, 82; im 1893, 81; in 1894, 
73; in 1895, 60; in 1896, 33. It will be 
seen that last year our exports were a 
mere bagatelle. There are _ several 
causes for the decline in exports. The 
first of these is found in Canadian com- 
petition. Canada cheese has earned a- 
good reputation in Euroue. In exports 
Canada is to the United States as 5 is to 
®. That is doing pretty well for a strip 
of cold country. The Canadians seem 
to have settled the problem of success- 
ful cheese-making. Another cause of 
the decrease in exports is found in the 
fact that Australian and South Amer- 
ican beef and mutton are now sold 
cheaply in London and England mar- 
kets generally, through the use of re- 
frigerator ships. There is more fresh 
mutton and fresh beef consumed in 
England and less cheese accordingly. 
The decline of consumption has fallen 
on the United States cheese because the 
Canadian cheese has the better reputa- 
tion in England. There isa third cause, 
and it is an important one; it is ‘filled’ 

“Our imports of cheese have in the 
mean time greatly increased. They 
reached high-water mark last year; at 
the same tme our exports reached the 
low-water mark. It was not until 1893 
that our imports passed the ten-million- 
pound point. In 1894 the imports fell off 
slightly. Last year we imported 10,- 
440,863 pounds. Since 1885) our imports 
have increased about 67 per cent. and 
our.¢xports decreased about the same. 
An@ther point is that we sell our cheese 
cheap and buy dear, the imports being 
of choice brands. Three-fourths of our 
imported cheese comes from Switzer- 
land and Italy, and 36 per Gent. of the 
rest from Holland, France being fourth 
in the extent of Amesgican sales. We 
bought from Switzerland nearly 6,000,. 
000 pounds in 1895; from Italy over 
3,000,000. pounds; from Holland nearly 
1,000,000 pounds. 

“The principal Italian cheese im- 
ported is the Romano; the principal 
Swiss cheese is the Switzer; the prin- 
cipal Holland cheese is the Edam, and 
the principal French cheese is the 
Roquefort, also the Camembert and De 
Brie. We have made some slight ef- 
forts to imitate these famous. brands. 
Both Camembert and De Brie are made 
in \this country, but they are of poorer 
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revenue-producer.

THE McKINLEY LAW AS A REVENUE 
PRODUCER. 

Some of the free-traders are assert- 
jing that the Dingely Bill will be a 
failure as a revenue-producer, even 
if it becomes a law, Because it is 


_ based upon the McKinley law, which 


they assert was not a success as a 
This assertion is 


fortunately a matter of history. A 


cursory glance at the working of the | 


McKinley law reveals the fact that 
from the date of its enactment, Octo- 
ber 1, 1890, to the date of the meet- 
ing of the Congress which ‘enacted 
the Wilson law, the earnings of the 
McKinley law were $14,575,486 in ex- 
cess of the expenditures of the govern- 
ment, thus creating a surplus of that 
amount during all the time in which 
the McKinley law remained in normal 
and unimpeded operation. 7 

It is unnecessary to state that the 
earning capacity of the McKinley law 
was badly crippled from the time that 
the free-trade Congress began work 
upon a low-tariff measure. Such a 
result was not merely natural—it was 


—4nevitable. Every importer’ expected 


lower rates of duty, and much lower 
rates of duty than were finally 
adopted. As a consequence, every 
importer ceased for the time being to 
import goods from abroad. Thus the 


customs revenues fell off greatly, and 


the government was without the 
means to pay its ordinary expenses. 
But these deficits are not properly 


chargeable to the McKinley tariff. 


On the contrary, as has often been 
shown in these columns, the result 
was directly attributable to the tri- 
umph of the British principle of free 
trade in the Presidential “election of 
1892. Had the result of that election 
been different—had the principle of 
tariff protection been sustained at the 
polls in 1892—there would have been 
no deficits in the national revenues. 
The McKinley law was-~- producing 
sufficient revenue for the needs of 
the government up to the time when 
the Congress met which was pledged 
to repeal it, and not only to repeal 
that law, but to wipe out every vestige 
of Republican protection, which the 
platform of the victorious party had 
declared to be “a fraud.’’ Under the 
circumstances—in the face of condi- 
tions so adverse—the McKinley law 
did remarkably well to come as near 
as it did to producing the revenue 
needed by the government. Had that 
law been allowed to remain in un- 
challenged operation until the present 
time we should have had no deficits, 
we should have had no bond issues, 
and no increase of the national debt. 
On the contrary, we should have gone 
on paying the national debt, as we 
had been doing steadily under Re- 
publican administrations. Besides all 
this, the labor of the nation would 


have been generally employed, and 


much of the distress and loss of the 
past four years would have been 
avoided. 

It must not be expected that the 
country can or will recover all at 
once from the depths of adversity 
into which it has been plunged by 
the terrible mistake of 1892. The 
process of recovery will necessarily 
be somewhat slow and more or less 
tedious. But we have reached the 
parting of the ways, and if we make 
no serious blunders our progress out 
of the slough of despond will be 
steady and certain from this time on- 
ward. With a firm, reliable and ex- 
perienced hand at the helm, there 
need be no fear for the future, pro- 
vided we do not throw away our op- 
portunities by making costly and un- 


‘necessary mistakes.

ELECTRIC CARS AND THE PUBLIC 
SAFETY. 
The rear-end collision on the Uni- 


evening, by which several persons 
were injured, Jemphasizes the need 
for more. stringent regulations to 
govern the operation of electric cars 
in the more crowded portions of the 
city, or the better enforcement of such 
regulations as are at present in force. 
The introduction of rapid transit in 
our cities, by means of electric and 
other motor cars, has given rise to 
new problems and new dangers which 
‘must be met by wise and just safe-— 
guards. These, while amply protect- 
frig the public, should interfere .as 
little as possible with the efficiency of 
the service rendered by the railroads. 
The public demands rapid transit, 
with prompt and _ frequent service. 
This demand must be met as fully as 
is consistent with the public safety. 
There are several respects in which 
the street-car service in Los Angeles 
might be brought under better regula- 
tion, with benefit to the public. One 


the rule that cars shall notrun nearer 
together than half a block. An excep- 
tion to the rule might properly be. 
made as regards the streets in the 
central portions of the city, where all 


speed of the cars on these streets be 

properly regulated. It is both neces- 

sary to run slow on the busy streéts 

and to make up time on the outlying 

streets. While cars may safely run 

nearer together than half a _ block 

apart on Spring, Main and Broadway, - 
provided they move slowly on those 

streets, they cannot with safety be 

permitted to run closer together than 
that on outlying streets, where a 
speed of from eight to eighteen miles 

an hour is permissible. 

The speed of cars on all lines should 
be more closely regulated. It is not 
an uncommon thing to see cars on 
Spring street or Broadway tearing 
along at the rate of ten or twelve 
miles an hour. Such a rate of speed 
on those streets is dangerous. to 
pedestrians and to all who use the 
streets. A speed of six miles per hour. 
is the maximum that can with safety 
be permitted on the busy central 
streets of the city, and all lines 
should be limited to’ that maximum 
by ordinance, rigidly enforced. 

Another matter which should re- 
ceive attention is the use of some 
sort of fender on electric cars, which 
will reduce the chances of a fatality 
or of serious injury in cases where 
pedestrians are run down. ‘There are 
numerous devices on the market, 
some of which are simple, compara- 
tively inexpensive and effective. The. 
street-railway companies, no less than 
the public, are interested in ‘reducing 
to a minimum the chances of acci- 
dent. The damages paid to one per- 
son in compensation for a serious in- 
jury would go a long way toward 
equipping a line with safety fenders, 
“which would be a safeguard against 
future accidents. But aside from the 
monetary consideration is that of 
safety to life and limb. This, indeed, 
is the consideration which outweighs, 
or should outweigh, all others. 

Municipal governments are in duty 
bound to throw all possible’ safe- 
guards about the public. The streets 
of a city are primarily for the use 
of the public, and when private cor- 
porations are permitted to use them 
for any purpose, such use should not 
be. allowed to interfere unnecessarily 
with the public convenience and 
No possible safeguard that 
can reasonably be required should be 
omitted.

CITRUS FRUITS AND THE TARIFF. 

The gentlemen who were sent to 
Washington by the citrus-fruit grow- 
ers of Southern California, through 
the Chamber of Commerce, for the 
purpose of urging upon Congress the 
necessity of a higher duty on citrus 
fruits, have been doing some effective. 
work. They have met with strong 


importers of the Atlantic Coast cities, 
and were, at the outset, handicapped 
by the action Of the California State 
Fruit Growers’ Association, composed 
entirely of deciduous fruit men, who 
knew nothing about the citrus-fruit 
situation, and adopted a resolution 
asking for much less than the orange- 
growers of Southern California be- 
lieved. they should obtain. This ac- 
tion of the northern horticulturists 
was indorsed by the State Legisla- 
ture, and the New York fruit import- 
ers naturally used this action as a 
trump card in their game. It its true 
that the California Legislature was 
afterward induced to reconsider and 
revise its action, but much of the 
effect of that action will still remain. 

If the gentlemen who are now 
working for us at Washington are to 
meet with success in their efforts, 
they must be actively backed up from 
this end, not only by growers of 
citrus fruits, but by all citizens who 
take an interest in the prosperity of 
Southern California, which is so in- 
timately connected with the citrus- 
fruit-growing industry. As the situa- 
tion now is, the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House has approved 
a duty of three-fourths of a cent a 
pound on citrus fruits. The orange- 
growers of Southern’ California be- 
lieve that this duty should be in- 
creased to 1 cent per pound, and hope

declaring strongly and plainly for 
protection to American industries. 
The plea advanced by the New York 
fruit importers that the duty of 1 
cent per pound would work hardship 
upon poor people is unfounded, as the 
difference to the consumer would only 
be a fraction of a cent on each 
orange, and that would be distributed 
between the shipper, the wholesaler 
and the retailer.

ered: 

1. Have pickers’ nails trimmed 
short; few will believe how much fruit 
goes as ‘‘culls” from damage by long 
finger nails. 

2. Clip the fruit close tof the'stem. 

8. Do. not use sacks in which to 
gather. Lemons are thereby bumped 
and bruised with every movement of 
ne body; use baskets, lined with sack- 
ng. 

4. Do'not bundle fruit from the bas- 
ket into boxes, but handle lemons as 
you would eggs, from start to finish. 

5. Never pick when there is mois- 
ture from fog, and wait at least four 
on five days after rain or an irriga- 
tion. 

6. Place all field boxes on the north 
side of the tree, and shade closely 
from the sun. os 

7. Go over trees once every four or 
five weeks, and thus save sun-burned 
and oversized fruit, all of which goes 
as third-grade fruit, or is more fre- 
quently thrown out. 

8. Pick in winter months to a uni- 
form size of 2% indhes in diameter, and 
in summer months to a uniform size 
of 2% inches. Metal rings for this pur- 
pose can easily be got or made. 

9. Loaded wagons should never be 
aNowed to trot or bump over plow 
furrows, ditches or chuckholes. 

10. If dirty fruit has to be washed, 
let this process be got over quickly, and 
to employ the largest possible gang to 
this end, will save the fruit immensely. 
During all undue exposure the work of 
deterioration is rapidly progressing. 
Here again avoid all dumping of the 
fruit, and look to washers’ nails. 

11. If fruit has to be taken to depot 
or central packing-house, let it be done 
in summer. during the cool of the 
morning or evening. 

The grower, in following out such 
suggestions, has then done his level 
best. A responsible curer, packer, and 
a good market wil] do the rest. 

The above applies equally to oranges 
in their separate treatment. There 
would be fewer complaints of fruit ar- 
riving at its journey’s end ‘‘heated,” 
etc., if growers were most particular 
with regard to handling. 

It has been specially noted, for in- 
stance, by the, exchanges, that during 
the past wet months, serious damage 
has ensued from gathering oranges too 
early after a heavy rain, and in many 
districts the ‘‘washing and scrubbing” 
system has been added to the already 
saft and soddened fruit conditions. 

Growers will find in course of time, 
and probably after some more grievous 
lessons, that until the washing and 
scrubbing business has beer entirely 
done away with and trees fumigated for 
black and other scales, their fruit can 
never. be first-class. Fumigation pays for 
three years’ washing, and 500 per cent. 
into the bargain. MORTON HAIG.

VERY HARD CASH. 


The first currency issued by the 
whites within the limits of the United 
States was Wampum, which was 
adopted by the Massachusetts colonists 
in 1607 in,their intercourse with the 
Indians, 

Three million six hundred and fifty- 
four thousand dollars consolidated 
sinking fund gold bonds of the city 
of incinnati were sold to the First Na- 
tional Bank and Seasongood & Mayer 
at a premium of 2.167 per cent. 

In England about one in twenty-one 
of the population have an account in a 


‘savings bank; in Wales one in forty; 


in Scotland one in twelve; and tn Ire- 
one in one hundred. The average 
amount owing to English depositors is 
£1 11s 4d; to the Welsh, 18s; to the 
ha £1 17s 5d. and the Irish, 7s 


It is worthy of note that some of the 
Jeading banks of Europe last much gold 
during the year without a flurry. The 
Bank of England last $50,000,000, the 
Bank of France $12,500,000, the Bank of 
Germany $12,500,000, the Bank of the 
Netherlands $5,000,000. The United 
States has $92,500,000 more than last 
year. Austria-Hungary has $10,000,000 
has $10,000,000 more and the Bank of 
Russia has over $110,000,000 more. Part 
of .Russia’s stock, however, was 1re- 
ceived from the government, and did 
not come from abroad. Russia fs get- 
ting together its gold to back its paper 
circulation—preparing for resumption. 

On December 2, 1891, the capital, sur- 
plus and undivided profits of 3692 ina- 
tional banks in the United States 
amounted to $1,013,694,721. On October 
6, 1896, the capital, surplus and undi- 
vided profits of 3676 national banks ag- 
gregated $984,883,160, a shrinkage in a 
little less than five years of $28,811,561. 
During these five years 166 national 
banks passed in to the hands of re- 
ceivers, while in the twenty-nine years 
preceding, from 1863 to 1891, inclusive, 
there had been but 164 failures. These 
figures, which are from the report cf 
the Controller of the Currency for 1896, 
pages 6 to 10, show that the business 
of national banking is by no means so 
profitable as is generally supposed; 
also that the business, instead of grow- 
ing more and more profitable, is in real- 
ity growing less and less so.

He often expressed 
himself to that effect, saying only once 
in his life did he personally approve of 
the death penalty, and that was in An- 
dersonville’ prison, when a vigilante 
committee composed of prisoners, 
hanged a, gang of roughs who were rob- 
bing and miurdering their fellow-pris- 
oners. Mr. Narramore was a gallant 
soldier of the Union and experienced all 
the horrors of Andersonville. While it 
is not positively known that he assisted 
in that memorable hanging, he was free 
to confess that'it. was one” instance 
where capital punishment was justifia- 
ble, as the starving prisoners had. been 
greatly terrorized by these heartless 
desperadoes and it required a drastic 
example to teach all of .their kind a 
wholesome lesson. A near relative of 
the murdered man, referring to Mr. 
Narramore’s well-known sentiments on 
the subject of capital punishment, re- 
marked since the tragedy, that could he 
speak from the grave, he would be the 
first to intercede for his slayers. Per- 
haps, if, as many people believe, the 
spirits' of the departed have influence 
over things mundane, here is a case in 
point. Be that as it may, the Cum- 
mings boys may. consider themselves 
very fortunate that they did not stretch 
hemp-on the gallows instead of putting 
in the rést of their days in weaving | 
jute in the service of the State.

| PROSCRIBED OCCUPATION 


A BLOW AIMED AT A LOCAL IN- 
FANT INDUSTRY. 


Use of the Mails Forbidden by the 
Postmaster-General to a Dealer 
in Londed Dice and Other Sure- 
thing Gambling Devices. 


A blow has been aimed at a Los 
Angeles infant industry by the powers 
that be at Washington. The new 
Postmaster-General- has issued an 
edict designed to crush a local en- 
terprise. But the business proscribed

bythe said high and mighty official 
is one that the community can well 
dispense with, and the commercial 
prosperity of Los Angeles noe be im- 
paired thereby. 

The business that has aiten under 
the ban is the manufacture and sale 
of loaded dice and other sure-thing 
gambling devices. Many good citizens 
were not aware that a factory for the 
production of this sdrt of goods ex- 
isted in the city. The roster of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation or of the Chamber of Commerce 
does not contain the name of the en- 
terprising individual or firm engaged 
in the manufacture and sale of the 
proscribed articles. Neither was there 
an exhibit of these goods at the late 
Home Products Exhibition. Neverthe- 
less, there is evidence that such a 
business has flourished here in a very 
modest and quiet way, but it is now 
“rs be suppressed, for reasons that fol- 
ow: 

Some time ago a merchant at Crip- 
ple Creek, Colo., forwarded to Postal 
Inspector Flint of this city, a copy 
of a circular containing the advertise- 
ment of one Ben Winton of Los An- 
geles, offering to furnish all kinds of 
loaded dice and similar gambling‘ ap- 
paratus at reasonable terms. Winton 
gave his address as the Nadeau Hotel, 
and the circular had been sent out 
through the mail. Flint consulted the 
United States District Attorney, who 
informed him that there was no law 
under which Winton could be pun- 
ished. Chief of Police Glass, when 
consulted with, said there was no city 
ordinance under which he could act, 
so there was nothing left for Inspector 
Flint to do but .-.to report the matter 
to the head of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. This was done and now comes 
an order from the Postmaster-General 
forbidding Winton the use of the 
mails for his peculiar business, on the 
ground that. to do so would be to 
make the government a party in the 
promotion of fraud. 

Nothing is known of Winton at the 
Nadeau, and the ‘postal authorities 
have been unable to find any trace of 
him. The only name corresponding to 
that signed to the fraudulent circular, 
in the city directory, is that of Ben- 
jamin S. Winton, residing at No. 1211 
West Twenty-third street, whose occu- 
pation is given as brakeman, and no 
suspicion has attached to him. ~

Witnesses for the Plaintiff? Deny a 
Great Many Things and Refuse 
to Remember Others. 


NEW ACTORS ON THE SCENE. 


AWFUL CRIME OF SLAUGHTERING 
BEASTS AND BIRDS. 


Moral Philosophers Who Flock to 
the Support of the Controllers’ | 
Cause Discourse Wisely, or. 
Otherwisely, on Questions, 


The libel suit of Miss Josephine 
Holmes agdinst the Times-Mirror 
Company, which has been on trial in 
the United States Circuit Court for 
the past week, is rapidly approaching” 
its close. By this afternoon the plaint- 
iff will in all probability have ‘inished 
with the. examination of witnesses 
and after the taking of some evilence 
by the defense in sur-rebuttal, the 
case will go to the jury. : 

Miss Charlotte Farnsworth was the 
first witnéss called at yesterday's 
session. She stated that prior to tak- 
ing up her permanent residence at 
Belmont Hall, she had had consicer: 
able trouble with members of her 
family. Neither her mother nor ier 
brother-in-law, Theodore Gray, liked 
the idea of the witness associating 
with Mrs. Ida Russell. The relation- 
ship became quite strained and the 
Grays would not allow witness to see 
her mother alone. 

Mr. White drew from the young wo- 
man the significant facts that since 
the trial of the case began the wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff had frequently 
met at Belmont Hall and discussed 
the testimony which had been taken 
and{was still to be given by them in 
Miss Holmes’s behalf. The witness 
had discussed and disagreed with 
Mrs. Taylor as to the.testimony she 
had given. . Miss Holmes had told 
these witnesses that they were not 
in a position to testify as to her per- 
sonal views, that they could only give 
opinions. She further instructed Miss 
Farnsworth to ask Senator White 
“what he meant” whenever the lawyer 
2ddressed a question to her. . She fol- 


‘| jiowed this instruction so closely. as‘ 


to cause a deal of delay and irritati 
| to everybody connected with the case. 
Asked as to the nature of the rem- 
edies furnished her by Mrs. Russell 
when she ‘went to her for treatment 
the witness said: “She advised me to 
close up the channels of my many im< 
perfections and that would end ‘my 
sufferings. I followed the advice and 
w much relieved. I still ‘believe in 
this kind of treatment.” ‘The wit- 
ness was unable to furnish any fur- 


toring. 

Mrs. Russell took the: stand long 
enough to explain that her husband 
had solicited a private interview with 
Mr. Gray on the question of his sis- 
ter-in-law’s residence at Belmont Hall, 


| but that Gray had declined the honor. 


Josephine Holmes, the plaintiff, was 
then sworn. She followed the course 
of every witness she has put upon 
the stand by denying every statement 
made against her by the witnesses 
on the other side. Mrs. Van Auken’s 
sworn declaration that she saw plaint- 
iff sitting on the lap of George Van 
Auken was branded as false; that she 
had ever at any time claimed to be 
under contrgl of a baby angel was 
equally untrue; that she had ever an- 
nounced herself as the reincarnation 
of one of the angels contemporary 
with Jesus Christ was without a 
vestige of truth; she denied that she 
had ever prohibited anyone from eat- 
ing meat, emphasizifg the denial by 
the words, “I don’t prohibit nothing.” 
She had never had a private conversa- 
tion with Detective. Dodd, as he de- 
poses. She declared the Dodd deposi- 
tion absolutely false from beginning 
to end. She had never claimed to be 
sinless and Had never used Billings- 
gate. She swore she didn’t know 
what that word meant and floundered 
helplessly when begged to explain how 
she was so positive she had not used 
Bilingsgate when she was ignorant 
as to what Bilingsgate is. She wouldn’t 
know. how to writhe and squirm like 
a snake if she should try—not she. 
She always acted natural. She did 
now. she wouldn’t 
Why? Oh, because!

He explained, under oath, the 
innocent nature of these gatherings, 
just as all the other inmates who 
have testified explained it. Along down 
the rocky road of total denial he 
lurched, ocasionally being brought up 
with an unexpected yank at the hands 
of the wily Mr. White, who seemed to 
delight in rolling boulders in the ‘path 
of the excursionist. Those things which 
he couldn’t deny he declined to rémem- 
ber, and the’ monotonous farce of 
“*Tain’t so,” and “Don’t remember,’ 
wore wearily on. 

A small oasis in the desert was 
struck when the witness got down to 
his ‘“‘views”’ on vegetable diet. 

“Do you consider that the slaughter 
of animals for food is murder?” } 

He replied in the negative. 

“Did you not, about a week or so 
ago, out in the oil district, ina con- 
versation with T. J. Hook, say to him 
that you were a vegetarian for the 
reason that you did not believe in com- 
mitting murder for the gratification 
of your stomach?”

Then the inquisitive Mr, White 
wanted to know what Hunter meant 
by making that remark to Hook when 
he had just sworn that he did not con- 
sider animal slaughter murder.

“I believe others commit murder when 
they slaughter animals, but I don’t 
mufder, because I don’t slaughter.”’ 

He didn’t want to take any chances, 
in the. sweet after while, of meeting 
the soul of-an animal he had slain in 
this life. He believed the lower animals 
all had souls and that it was not with- 
out.the pale of reasonable belief that

ily may bask in the eternal sunshine 
of a heavenly barley-patch.

Mrs. Joseph Merritt testified that .she 
had a husband, two sons and three 
daughters.

Under pres- 
sure she confesséd that she had some- 
times been betrayed into the perusal 
of a thrilling tale of love and adven- 
ture, down to the very point where the

Robert Mikkleson, Dane, residence’ 

East Los’ Angeles, pattern-maker ‘by 


trade, swore that he had been an earn- | 


est seeker after truth along spiritual- 
istic lines for the past ten years. A pe- 
culiarity of accent makes it difficult 
for others to understand what he says, 
and -a peculiarity of intellect makes it 
difficult for him to comprehend what 
others say 

Recurring to the visit of Miss Irwin, 
Dodd and Gray to his house on the 
evening. preceding ‘the day of the pub- 
lication of The Times’ Belment-Hall ar- 
ticle he remembered that Gray. pleaded 
with -great . earnestness ~ with Miss 
Farnsworth to induce her to leave the 
hall before the crash came. ‘‘Lottie, 
dear,’’ he had said, “come and go home 
with me.. This article will be printed 
tomorrow morning and you will be dis- 
graced.”’ He told how Lottie had re- 
fused to be persuaded and had run 
away to the hall in:the night to warn 
the controllers. 

The witness proved to be better than 
a raw hand at denying things himself. 
His wife had not told him that at the 
meeting broken up by. Miss Irwin’s re- 
fusal to be hypnotized something ter- 
rible had happened, and that some of 
the inmates had been nearly killed. He 
denied everything else which it didn’t 
suit his purpose to admit. He Was, of 
course,'a vegetarian. He had obtained 
his ideas on that subject from the Bible, 
and was paralyzed when White did a 
little scripture quoting on his own hook 
showing that God had commanded man 
to “receive meats with thanksgiving.” 

To the Mikklesonian mind. all animals 
‘have souls and are immortal. He hadn't 
an animal or a chicken on his place— 
oh, yes, he kept a cow. White wanted 
to know if he kept this cow penned up 
against her will, and the witness indig- 
nantly replied: . 

“No, I don’t feed her on swill.” 

The laughter which followed this ir- 
relevant, tmmaterial, incompetent and 

on-responsive declaration having sub- 
sided, the Senator asked witness if he 
would try and stop a murder if he saw 
one in process of commission. He said 
he would. Then the lawyer wanted to 
know if witness would stay the hdnd of 
his neighbor if, by chance, he caught 
him in the act of decapitating a chicken, 
but the pattern-maker didn’t know 
about that.

Mikkleson here gave way to his wife 
whose testimony as to the 
more important matters in the case 
was similar in effect to his own. Dur- 
ing the stay of Miss ‘Holmes at her 
house, she said, Baisley and George Van 
Auken were frequent visitors. Baisley, 
it is supposed, called to see her make 
faces. and George—well, George just 
called. 

Like her lord and master, Mrs. Mik- 
kleson is a believer in the immortality 
of the beasts of the field: and the birds 
of the air. ‘When the body of a 
chicken is killed, to her mind, its cock- 
a-doodle-do soul goes marching on. She 
wouldn’t coop-up a chicken, she said, 
for human cannibals to devour. She 
was hardly clear as to vegetables hav- 
ing souls. To be sure, they had lives— 
but—souls—she didn’t know about that. 
She did not hesitate to cook vegetables, 
but if it come to cutting down the life 
of a plant or shrub—she didn’t know. 
Would she kill a mosquito? No, she'd 
pick him up and put him out of her 
house. A rattlesnake? She'd never met 
one. 
Ben Strauss of No. 238 North Grand 
avenue, testified substantially to the 
same state of things as his prede- 
cessor on the stand had dene. He had 
seen. the plaintiff in her great face- 
making act while under the control of 
the snirit of old Cain’s unfortunate 
brother. She had often mentioned Abe] 
to him, but gave him little satisfaction. 
when he questioned herabout him. He 
admitted that he was a meat-eater, and 
thus encouraged the murder of steers 
by creating a demand for beef. 

George Hoffman, a barber of No. 108 
West Second street, testified briefty that 
he was a sympathizer with the Bel- 
monters, a vegetarian, and “agin” the 
slaughter of beasts and birds.

There May Be More Bidders Than 
Were Expected When the Ap- 
plication Was Made. 


CITY’S ANSWER A DEFENSE.

At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Public Works was in session morn- 
ing and afternoon. The chief matter of 
public interest under discussion was the 
application for a street-railway fran- 
chisesfor San Pedro street, which inter- 
ested property-owners sought te have 
modified. The Sewer Committee pre- 
pared and filed its report to the Coun- 
cil. 

At the Courthouse yesterday Judge 
Van Dyke decided that the city’s an- 
swer in the McKeeby case was a good 
defense. The Supreme Court handed 
down three decisions, two religious or- 
ganizations filed articles of incorpora- 
tion, and an information was filed 
charging Charles A. Peer with obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Wal- 
ter F. X. Parker paid Sam K. Adams’s 
fine of $50 for striking Dr. C. C. Mc- 
Lean.

LIVELY PROTESTANTS. 


PROPERTY-OWNERS WANTA FRAN- 
CHISE AMENDED. | 
They Ask That the Proposed San 
Pedro-street Line Be Definitely 
Described in the Advertisement 
and Transfers Issued. 


The Board of Public Works met yes- 
terday morning in regular session. 

The committee room was crowded 
with property-owners from Stanley 
street, Wilmington street and San Pe- 
dro street who wished to be heard in 
the matter of the application of Messrs. 
Goldworthy & Van Avery for a street- 
railway franchise on: San Pedro street. 
The application originally. filed was for 


street to Vernon avenue, and thence to 
the city limits. The property-owners 
insist that this description of the route 
is too indefinite and they ask that the 
proposed road be forced to build down 
Wilmington street to the city limits. 

A hot and fast argument was carried 

on before the board ‘between Messrs. 
Goldsworthy & Van Avery on one side 
and Messrs. Wood & Dow on the other. 
The latter said the present railway 
companies would probably bid on the 
franchise, but they did not wish it to 
include that part from. First to Fifth 
street, where they already held a fran- 
chise. The property-owners also de- 
manded that any bidder must be’ re- 
quired to furnish transfers to any and 
all parts of the city, over lines then con- 
trolled or to be controlled by said bid- 
der. The board finally took the matter 
under advisement. 
“In the matter of the petition from 
the Nebraska and California Real Es- 
tate Company et al., asking permission 
to grade Fifteenth street between Main 
street and Maple avenue and to con- 
struct cement curb and sidewalk  be- 
tween said points, recommend the same 
be referred to the City Attorney with 
instructions to present the necessary 
ordinance therefor. 


"Mrs. L. op et al., asking that a 
cement sidewalk be‘constructed on the 
north side of Twenty-first street from 
Figueroa street west to No. 625 said 
street, recommend the same be referred 
to the City Engineer to present the ne- 
cessary ordinance of intention. 

-“In the matter of the petition from 
W. L. Weilbrennen et al., asking that 
East Twenty-first street between Cen- 
tral avenue and the George Dalton, Sr., 
‘tract, be graded, _graveled, cement 
eurbed and sidewalked with cement 
five feet wide, under the bond provis- 
ions of the Vrooman Act, recommend 
the same be referred to the City En- 
gineer for estimate of cost, and if the 
game exceeds the amount required by 
law, then to present the necessary or- 
dinance of intention. 

“Recommend that the petition from 
A. G. Bartlett et al., asking that the 
grade of the north side of Temple street 
be established from Custer avenue to 
Beaudry avenue, be referred to the City 
Engineer for estimate of frontage. 

“Recommend that petition from C. H. 
Hayes et al., asking that a cement 
sidewalk five feet in width be con- 
structed on Eighth street between 
Spring and Pearl streets, be referred to 
the City Engineer for ordinance of in- 
tention. 

“Recommend that the petition from A. 
H.. Wilcox et al., in reference to the 
erection of additional poles on the side- 
walks within the fire limits, be filed. 

“Recommend that the petition from 
w. J. Owen, asking that obstructions 
be removed from Byram street, be filed 
as the obstructions have been removed. 

“In the matter of the petition of M. 
M. Green et al., that the necessary pro- 
ceedings be,instituted to sidewalk the 
west side of Kingsley street from Thir- 
tieth street to Jefferson street, it was 
recommended that the petition be filed. 

“In the matter of the petition of J. 
G. A. Lampadius that he be permitted 
to construct a gravel sidewaik and 


which includes the entire block on 
First street between Beaudry and Corlo 
street, it was recommended that the 
petition be referred to the Street Su- 
perintendent for such action as he may 
deem advisable in the premises.

paints; that the sign boards be made 
of half-inch thick, four inches wide 
and twenty inches long, surfaced red- 
wood, and painted two coats of white 
lead and oil én all sides. Signs. to be 
white letters and black background: 
the bids to provide for furnishing posts 
and signs complete and be delivered 
to the City Clerk.

SEWER COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Recommendations Made as to Peti- 
tions and Protests. 

The Sewer Committee has filed with 

the City Clerk ‘the following report to 


_ | the Council: 


“In the matter of the protests from 
Ruth D, Crippen et al. and H. I. Mil- 
lard et al., respectively, protesting 
against the construction of a sewer on 
Monte, Thirty-fifth, Thirty-sixth 
and Thirty-seventh streets, which pro- 
tests were referred to ‘this committee 
after a vublic hearing before your hon- 
orable body, we would respectfully rec- 
ommend that the protests be sustained 
and that all proceedings for the cun- 
struction of a sewer in the streets 
named be abandoned until such time as 
provision can be made for the sewer- 

“In the matter of the protest from M. 
R. Stearns et al. against the construc- 
tion of a sewer in East Fourteenth aid 
East Eighteenth streets, we recom- 
mend that a time be set for hearing 
said protest. 

“In the matter of petition from the 
Bethlehem Institutional Church, ask- 
ing permission to connect parsonage 
and church building with one sewer 
line, we recommend that same be 
granted, and the Street Superintendent 
instructed to issue the necessary. per- 
mit.” 


Contlemned the Work. 

The special committee of the Council 
appointed to investigate the werk of 
improvement done on Truman street by 
Contractor T. A. Grant, went over the 
entire ground Thursday afternoon with 
George L. Mills, manager of the Syndi- 
cate Loan Company, which has fur- 
nished the contractor with funds. The 
committee ordered all e cobble- 
stones and rock above the size called 
for by the specifications taken out of 
the street, and all of the curbing which 
was defective removed and replaced ac- 
cording to contract. The sidewalk was 
also ordered overhauled and taken down 
to .grade and covered with the proper 
quality of gravel. The gutter of one 
entire block, on both sides of the street, 
will also be taken up and replaced. The 
representatives of the contractor said 
the work would be taken in hand imme- 
diately. 


City Clerk’s Report. 

City Clerk Hance has prepared.a re- 
port to the Council on the issuance and 
collection of city licenses for the month 
of March, just ended. He states that 
1486 licenses were. signed and delivered 


to the City Auditor, amounting to $14,-)..

A PROPER DEFENSE. 


McKEEBY LOSES HIS SUIT FOR 
DAMAGES AGAINST THE CITY. 
Judge Van Dyke Overrules Me« 
Keeby’s Demnarrer to the Answer 


Filed by the City—The Answer 
Constitutes a Defense. 


Judge Walter Van Dyke decided the 
damage suit yesterday instituted by 
L. C. McKeeby against the city of Los 
Angeles. 

This action was brought to recover 
damages for the taking and appropri- 
atiig a portion of a certain lot by 
the city for the purposes of opening 
and extending Castelar street north- 
erly into Bellevue avenue. 

The city’s answer contained, in addi- 
tion to the denials, an affirmative de- 


required by the act for the opening 
and widening of streets were specifi- 
cally and in detail set forth, leading 
up to the assessment on property to be 
benefited, and a collection of a fund 
therefrom for the purpose of paying 
the damages awarded to certain par- 
ties caused by the opening of the 
street, including the strip in question. 
At that time the lot embracing the 
strip in question taken for the street 
purposes, was the property of the es- 
tate of Mary Martin; and the commis- 
sioners, appointed to make the assess- 
ment and appraise the damages un- 
der the law.in question, awarded to 
that estate the sum of $620 as damages 
or compensation for taking and appro- 
priating the strip necessary to open 
the street. The estate at that time was 
in process of administration; and it 


estate accepted and received the sum 
so awarded, and issued a deed in the 
Name of the estate. It was further al- 
leged that the administrator of the 
estate used the funds so received in 
the payment of legal claims of crédi- 
tors of the estate, and the costs and 
expenses of administration, as shown 
by his final account, which account 
was thereafter duly settled and al- 
lowed by the probate court, and a de- 
cree of distribution upon the final set- 
tlement of the estate was regularly 
entered, and the estate distributed to 
Samuel Earl, who is the grantor of 
McKeeby. It was also alleged that Me- 
Keeby was, during the settlement of 
the estate, the attorney of Samuel 
Earl, and knew of all the transactions 
in question, including the payment of 
the sum so awarded to the administra- 
tor of the estate, and the application 


the execution and delivery of a deed 
by the administrator to the city. 
McKeeby demurs to the answer on 
the ground that the facts stated did 
not constitute a defense. To support 
this conterition, 
the part of McKeeby, that the admin- 
istrator’s act in receiving the money 
and issuing the deed was without au- 
thority and void. A number of author- 
ities were referred to by McKeeby’s 
attorney; ‘‘but,’’ says Judge Van Dyke, 
“upon examination, they fail to sup- 
port this contention.” i 
The court further says: “MeKeeby 
admits that the property has been 
taken or appropriated for a public 
use and seeks what is claimed to be 
the damages or compensation thereof. 
But, under the authorities cited, and 
he stands in the shoes of the estate 
many others that might be. cited, 
to which the money was paid. The 
payment by the city to the administra- 
tor of that estate and the use of the 
fund was for the. benefit of the sole 
heir, Earl, and is the same as though 
the money had been received by Earl 
himself. He could not receive or take 


and 
money and paid the debts himself, in- 
stead of allowing the administrator 
to do it for him. And McKeeby, suc- 
ceeding to Earl, with Knowledge of all 
these facts, is in no better position 
than Earl would himself have been. 
‘“T am of the opinion that the facts 
set up in the answer constitute a de- 
fense, and that the demurrer to the 
same should be overruled; and it is so 
ordered.”’

Judge Walter Van Dyke's judgment 
in sustaining a demurrer in the case 
of Karen A. Danielson against George 
P. Yoakum, respondent, was sustained 
by the Supreme Court. In this case 
Mrs Danielson sued Yoakum for dam- 
ages alleged to have been sustained 
by reason of false and fraudulent rep- 
resentations whereby she was induced 
to vurchase from Yoakum _ certain 
bank stocks. Yoakum filed a general 
demurrer to the complaint, which was 
sustained by Judge Van Dyke, and ap- 
pealed from with the above result.

There is no 
uit raised'inthe Statethat thrives 
ore than this, and it is found growing 
‘adily from one end of California to 
te other, being one of the fruits 
iat. Was introduced by the mission 
thers. When several improyed varie- 
es.of white fig were introduced about 
venty years ago it was believed that 
te question had been solved, and that 
z culture would take its place among 
i¢ leading horticultural industries of 
ie State. This, however, it has so far 
dled .to do. The so-called Smyrna 
x, then introduced, failed to rival 
imported fig. Then a variety known 
s the White Adriatic was introduced, 
hich appears to more resemble the 
aported fig than any that has yet 
en tried. It is, however, only in a 
Ww cases that growers have succeeded 
_ acquiring a method of drying the 
x that places it on a level with those 
aported from Europe. Several years 
was said in regard tothe 
‘ocess of caprification, or the fertili-.

fornia and in the United States should 
have at least one school in which the 
course ‘of studies include elementary 
horticulture and agriculture. The uni+ 
versity agricultural departments would 
then become specially valuable in sup- 
plying teachers for these schools. In 
this way future intelligent progress 
would be assured. 

In regard to the preparation of fruit 
for the market, Prof. Smith correctly 
stated that the demand at the present 
time is not for increased acreage in 
fruit, but more skillful and honest 
preparation of the products that we 
have. The consumer demands 
clean, bright packages and an honest 
pack. Why, then, do we persist in 
shipping even our finest friiits In flimsy 
sacks and large, rough boxes—the: lat- 
ter with the largest, fattest fruit on 
top? Every package of fruit leaving 
California should be uniform in quality 
throughout, and should contain a num- 
ber of recipes stating in a few words 
how best to prepare the fruit for the 
table. In the case of large packages 
a show card might be included to at- 
tract public attention. Dishonest pack- 
ers and dealers in dried fruits and fruit 
products are more surely destroying the 
orchard industries than hard times or 
low tariffs. The latter can be remedied, 
but a lost reputation is difficult to re- 
cover. 

Then it is the opinion of Mr. Smith 
that State law should be passed es- 
tablishing standard grades for fresh, 
dried and canned fruits, nuts, raisins, 
etc., and requiring the packer to affix 
securely and® conspicuously ‘to each 
package the grade, his name and place 
of business, etc. In this way the crimi- 
nal can surely be brought to justice, 
the honest packers vindicated, and the 
reputation of our products maintained. 

‘The professor then goes on to make 
the following suggestions, many of 
which are worthy of serious considera- 
tion by California fruit-growers. It is 
encouraging to note that at least some 
of-our colleges are not confining their 
investigations to such obstruse subjects 
as astronomy and mythology, but are 
devoting attention to the practical af- 
faira of the day, as they exist in Cali- 
fornia: 

“Tt is._possible, in my opinion, for the 
railroad companies to insure a more 
uniform time schedule and perfect a 
system of single-car deliveries in the 
smaller towns and cities, which thus far 
receive none of our fruits direct. This 
eould be accomplished by establishing 
intermediate trunk-line distributing 
points. Electric tramways in the more 
thickly-settled orchard districts would 
have a direct beneficial effect upon the 
industry, reducing the cost of produc- 
tion and greatly facilitating the trans- 
portation to and delivery of fruit at the 
main shipping points. 


“Hard, smooth, well-graded and 
sprinkled highways are essential in 
fruit-growing districts, ~particularly 


ern- shipment, These can best be se- 
cured by some such law as that pro- 
posed by the State Road Commission. 
“Pure food laws of a stringent char- 
acter should be enacted and enforced 
through the modern and effective board 
of arbitration. Such laws have proved 
most effective when ‘not prohibiting the

“The successful extension of our mar- 
kets depends upon the individual or 
combined intelligence of our growers 
and dealers, and upon the cheapness, 
attractiveness and wholesomeness of 
our products. 

“No system of codperation can revo- 
lutionize established trade customs, and 
such attempts will always end in fail- 
ure. There are, however, legitimate 
benefits to be derived from local co- 
operation, such as the scattering of re- 
liable information, evenness of pack, 
investigation of frauds, etc., etc.

“One practical way to extend our 


tours, conducted in the more promis- 
ing. sections of the country, the lec- 
turers distributing free samples ~of 
cooked fruits to the public.

“The laws relative to insect pests 
and injurious diseases should, if pos- 
sible, be still further perfectedaind most 
stringently enforced, for they are to 
California as the dikes are to Holland; 
remove them or become.lax in their en- 
forcement and our valleys would be- 
come fruitless wastes. 


restricted to their original purpose— 
the stimulation of local production.

Having but little 
cheap labor and a haul of 3000 miles 
to market, it becomes essential to the 
stability of the industries effected by 
imports to have sufficient protection to 
offset the cheap labor and cheap ocean 
transportation of European countries. 

“In requesting moderate protection 
for such products, our growers ask no 
favor of the nation, for under this pro- 
tecting shelter the infpetus to trade in 
our goods has been so great that in 
some cases the European article has 
been driven from our markets and our 
owr products of a better grade supplied 
the people at half the cost that was for- 
merfy paid for the foreign luxuries. 

“Rural postal delivery would do much 

to bring our fruit-growers in closer 
touch with the,commercial world. In. 
deed, we have 4 right to. demand this. 
By what clause of the Constitution does 
‘the government: discriminate in the 
privileges accorded her citizens, 
. “The dweller in the city has no in- 
herent rights as a citizen that the 
ruralist does not possess. Why should 
the farmer’s intellect and business op- 
portunities be stunted to sharpen the. 
wits and further the business interests 
of the city man? Free rural postal de- 
livery is in the interest of sound, im- 
partial government. _ 

“Immigration legislation has become 
a necessity to the California fruit 
grower.and farmer; he is confronted 
with a most vexatious labor problem

They commence work early in 
the morning, do not eat anything until 
10 or 11 o’clock, when they rest a few

An Orange Fertilizer. 

According to a Florida exchange, or- 
ange-growers who have tried it are con- 
vinced that they have solved the prob- 
lem of cheap fertilization of groves in 
the culture of the velvet bean.

“Every dairyman should. keep a 
stict account with. each cow—should 
weigh her, milk and test it, or have it 
done, then he could tell exattly what 
she is worth, if she paid for her keep 
or not. I am very sure many cows 
are being kept in this valley that are 
not paying for their keep. Therefore 
test your cows, and keep only the best. 
I have already tested a few herds for 
our patrons and others and the own- 
ers have been greatly surprised. The 
cows which they. thought were the 
best in the herd gave the poorest milk. 
- “In making a test of any cow or 
herd of cows, there are three things 
that must enter into account: First, 
the quantity of milk produced per day, 
or in a given time; second, the per 
cent. of butter fat which that milk 
contains; third, the length of time each 
cow will, under ordinary conditions, 
give such milk. 

“These items given, it is an easy 
matter in every day arithmetic to de- 
termine which cows to keep, or at

Forget- 
ting and overlooking the fact that al- 
though the inceme is small, it is an 


every day in the week, every weak in 
the month and every month in the 
year, while in grain or fruit raising it 
is not so. Sometimes a rancher gets a 
crop and sometimes he gets nothing, 
not even his seed or anything for his 
labor. 

“Every tndividual dairyman should 
try to excel, to reach a certain goal, 
say fourteen pounds of butter for each 
cow ‘per week, or 400 pounds for the 
year. This has been acocmplished and 
can be again. I do not know of any 
country that offers more advantages 
or more favorable conditions for the 
development of such a dairy than 
Southern California. 

“Some may say, ‘Oh, that is all very 
well. That lookS nice on paper, and 
sounds well, but we are too poor to buy 
Jerseys,’ which is doubtless true in very 
many cases. I know that every man 

the wolf 
from the door for the past few years 
has done well and has much to be 
thankful” for. But there are some 
things that we may do even if we are 
poor. We can breed up. If each«f us 
cannot afford to own a good high-bred 
sire, let us club together and buy one, 
awd by.all means*buy a good one. [| 
would rather pay $5 or even $10 for the 
services of a good sire, one whose dam 
ard grand-Qam made-fourteen to six- 
, teen pounds of butter per week, than 
to breed to a scrub or grade sire, whose 
services cost me nothing, for I know 
from experience that I would double 
and treble my income in a few years. 
And that is not all. It is such a pleas- 
ure to have good stock, to know and to 


your neighbor that they are worth the 
money. 

“The proper food for cows in this or 
any. other valley is the all-important 
question. It is a quesion that must be 
met and answered by every dairyman, 

“To produce the largest flow of rich 
milk, cows require succulent foods, 
such as green alfalfa, green corn, oats, 
barley, wheat, etc., to which must be 
added a liberal grain ration of wheat 
bran, wheat middlings, crushed corn, 
barley wheat or oats. The combination 
for a grain feed that suited me best in 
Indiana was two parts bran by meas- 
ure and one part middling’ for summer 
food, and for winter, two parts bran, 
one part cornmeal or corn and oats 
mixed in equal parts. Of this mixture 
I give from two to six quarts to each 
cow night and morning. For a grain 
feed here I would take two parts bran 
(by measure) and one part cornmeal. 
If I could not get corn I would take 


mixed. The dairymen and his cows 
must determine which feed is best and 
cheapest, er which combination of feeds 
gives him. largest profits. 

“I think alfalfa, either green or made 
into hay, supplemented with the above 
grain is the cheapest food we have here, 
and if so fed will yield the rancher good 
living profits. 

wish emphasize this matter , of 
food and feeding. Theré would be just 
as much reason or logic for us to hire 
a carpenter at $2 pem day and board 
and say to him, ‘I want you-to build me 
a nice large house, but I expect you to 
furnish all the material out of which to 
build it; I cannot afford to feed you 
and pay you and furnish you too, you 
must rustle for the material;’ as to say 
to the cow, ‘I expect you to give two 
pounds of butter per day, but I will 
give you nothing out of which to make 
it. You must rustle for your food.” 


Barly failures to hatch eggs very 
seldom céme from lack of vigor in the 
germ, for in this the early eggs are su- 
perior. They more often come from al- 
lowing eggs to be chilled before the 
setting begiris. Evéry one knows that 
chilling after a few days setting soon 
“destroys the life in the egg. It may 
do so.where eggs that have never been 
set on are kept in contact with metal, 
which rapidly abstracts heat when the 
eggs are kept for greater safety near 
the freezing temperature. Dishes for 
holding eggs should be of wood, which 
abstracts heat slowly.

We have not lost half a dozen chicks, 
since feeding them the first four weeks 
on hard-boiled eggs and bread crumbs, 
then wheat and a little meat. Where 
eggs are from 10 to 15 cents per dozen, 
it pays to feed them to the fowls, un- 
less one raises plenty of grain. If a 
cross is not satisfactory, or after kind 
treatment a fowl is flighty, or quarrel- 
some, cut off its head. . 

Don’t keep a lot of roosters to worry 
the hens; shut them up in roomy wire 
yards and fatten and dispose of them. 
One vigorous male 
thirty females. At one time I had but 
one reoster to forty-four hens, Some 
of tha. neighbors wanted eggs to set; I 
told them that I would not recommend 
them. 

One took twenty eggs and put under 
a large hen; every one hatched. One 
chicken, was crushed. Another set sey- 
enteen eggs and they all hatched. I 
put from fourteen to seventeen under 
each hen and had the best of hatches. 

The past season has been bad; one 
hen hatched three from fourteen eggs, 
probably on account of the hot, dry 
weather, for the last hatches that I 
sprinkled with water several times 
were good ones. | 

Every setting hen has a coop and 
wire yard by herself. The nest is on 
the ground with a little sulphur under 
and among the fine hay or grass that 
constitutes the nest. 

If there are any ants near, we 
sprinkle sulphur or kerosene around 
and in the coop. Most people are care- 
less about what a hen eats; the better 
and cleaner the food the better the

filth. “in January, 1895, when he had 
so.many rotten oranges, we were 
obliged to bury them, for we could not 
use the eggs in any way, and the flesh 
of the fowls killed at that time was 
disagreeable to the taste. Nearly all 
of‘the wheat sold in Florida is more or 
less musty and unfit for feed. The best 
egg-producing food is_wheat, meat and 
oats; of course there should be a 
change in food occasionally. Don’t for- 
‘get to give the poultry plenty of clean, 
fresh water: also grit or crockery 
pounded up twice a week. 

We have had a hard fight since 1888 
trying to exterminate the ‘‘jiggers.’’ We 
tore down and burned the henhouse. We 
now have wire yards and movable coops 
large enough for fifteen hens to roost 
in. Bvery ten or fifteen days We grease 
their heads and under the wings with 
lard mixed with a little kerosene sul- 


cient to kill all insects but not enough 
to set the coops on fire: then the coops 
and wire yards are moved to another 
place and the droppings removed. We 
also sprinkle the place with a strong 
decoction of tobacco. At times we think 
that the “jiggers’ ate exterminated, 
but as soon as we “let up’ a new crop 
appéars. 

. diggers and sand spurs are the bane 
of one’s life. 

- Mesh wire is very cheap and yards 
can be made of various sizes. One by 
three hard pine frame will last from 
eight to iwelve years, and the wire 
nearly twice as long. Why not keep 
the fowls healthy and comfortable at 
less cost than the bother and time fix- 
ing this, that and the other make- 
shifts for coops? Those having wire 
yards will not have their chickens 
caught by the hawks.

The problem of providing a properly 
balanced ration of food for live stock 
has been occupying much attention in 
the agricultural press during the past 
few months. In a recent letter to the 
San Francisco Chronicle, Mr. Richards, 
editor of the Pacific Coasi Dairyman, 
cites the following example to show 
the difficulty of always providing a 
properly balanced ration: © 

“You may have in your herd two ani- 
mals standing side by side to which you 
are feeding this very correctly-balanced 
ration. In a short time you notice that 
one of these animals is taking flesh, 
at the same time diminishing in her 
milk supply; the ration seems to satisfy 
her appetite and she is contented. The 
other cow is just the reverse; instead, 
she is found to be losing flesh, while 
her milk flow keeps up, possibly in- 
creasing. She eats the food put be- 
fore her with avidity and looks around 
for more; she is not satisfied. Now, can 
any one say that this very correctly 
balanced ration is doing its proper 
work, or what is expected of it? Any 
observer would say no. Here are two 
cows, each weighing 1000 pounds, but 
in no way constituted alike, requiring 
an altogether different ration from the 
one prescribed for a 1000-pound cow: 
the first requiring less body support 
and possibly less than the 24.5 pounds 
of organic matter, while the other re- 
quires more than that, containing an 
increased supply of carbohydrates.”’ 


Not nearly enough use is made of 
wind power. Most of the windmills we 
see are used wholly to pump water 
from wells. Though this, as a steady 
job, probably. saves as much labor as 
any one thing, the wind power could 
be set to doing, there are many other 
back-aching jobs that are in many 
farms done by hand power, which 
might quite as well be given over to 
wind power. Turning grindstones- and 
churning are among these.

NEW YORK, April 2.-—-Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: ‘‘The course of general trade 
shows some improvement notwithstanding an 
almost complete stoppage of business in the 
South Mississippi Valley by washouts, over- 
fiows and s. The condition of the .coun- 
try roadways through the Central Western 
States and the Northwest is such as to still 
further delay collections and check demand 
in the interior merchants. Another drop is 
recorded in prices of Bessemer pig iron and 
steel billets, and in wheat, flour, coal; coffee 
and lard, which is partly offset by increased 
activity and higher prices for’ wool and for 
woolens, for corn, oats; sugar and petroleum. 
Interest in lumber and shingles has increased 
on the Northwest Pacific Coast. Most favor- 
able trade reports “are received from north- 
western spring-wheat States. There are 4042 
business failures in the United States re- 
ported by Bradstreet’s during the past quar- 
ter, compared with 4512 in the first quarter 
of 1896, a falling off of about 16 r cent. 
The decrease is reported from all sections 
except New England and the Territories. The 
large number of eastern State failures are 
small ones. The total! liabilities of those fail- 
ing in the New England States are 22 
cent. smaller during the past quarter than 
a year ago. Loans of all individuals, firms 
and corporations which failed amount to 
$62,513,000, a‘falling-off of 16 per cent. from 
the corresponding total last year. Special 
reports to Bradstreet’s from fifty cities with 
references to revival in activity in Industrial 
_lines, indicate that there are working at those 
centers probably not to exceed 100,000 in ex- 
cess of the number employed in November 
last. The increase is. largely among em- 
ployés of manufacturers of woolen goods, 
shoes, clothing, machinery, engines, agricul- 
tural implements, bicycles, carriages, furni- 
ture, iron, steel, glass and shipbuilding.

10 per cent. less than the like period of 1895, 
4 per cent. less than in 1894 and 13 per cent. 
less than in the last week of March, 1893. 
Exports of wheat, flour incluaed as wheat 
from both coasts of the United States and 
from St. John, N. B., this week amount to 
2,496,645 bushels, compared with 1,749,000 last 
week, 1,693,000 in‘ the week a year ago; 
2,853,000 in the week two years ago; 2,778,000 
in the like period of 1894 and as compared 
with 3,607,000 in the corresponding week of 
1893, the largest week's total exports of 
wheat and flour since the first week of Feb- 
ruary last. Exports of Indian corn amounted 
to 4,970,000 bushels this week, compared with 
5,862,000 last. week; 2,199,000 in the week a 
year ago; 781,000 two years ago; 1,274,000 
three years ago and as compared with 944,000 
bushels in the like week of 1893.’’ 
Bradstreet’s review of the stock market to- 
morrow will say that after some further de- 
moralization in the early part of the week, 
due to exaggerated fears of rate-cutting, as 
& consequence of the Transmissouri decision, 
stock values have on the whole tended to re- 
cover. This was the result of the fact that 
the railroad managers, as a class, are be- 
having with great conservatism and refrain- 
ing from cutting tariffs or any action that 
will disturb the situation. The decision of the 
western managers to retain their contract 
agreement, not as a traffic association, but 
as a bureau of information, and of the trunk 
lines to continue their joint traffic associa- 
tion, pending the result of the case involving 
its legality, both had a very good effect. The 
prompt introduction of a pooling bill in the 
Senate also tended to restore confidence, 
though the later reports make it very doubt- 
ful if action can be secured on such a 
measure at this session of Congress On the 
other hands, the market has had some un- 
favorable factors to contend with. The Euro- 
pean political situation has been very strained 
and the London market nervous and inclined 
to do nothing while reports that war was 
on the point of breaking out between Greece 
and Turkey, though not verified, found tem- 
porary belief, with a disturbing effect on 
prices. The..fact that the Tariff Bill, after 
‘being rapidly passed in the House, has gone 
to the Senate, where it will doubtless meet 
with both delay and considerable change, 
also has a tendency to introduce an event 
of uncertainty in business which the. stock 
market cannot but regard. Above all, the 
extreme weakness of the coal stocks, notably 
Delaware and Hudson, and New Jersey. Cen- 
tral, and the evidence of heavy liquidation on 
the latter, have been unfavorable to all bull 
speculation and have kept up the bearish 
inclinations of the room traders. The latter, 
in fact, seem to have kept control of the 
market.. The recent break eliminated public 
interest to a large extent and the general 
conditions are not favorable for large opera- 
tors to take the initiative on the bull side. 
London has confined itself to covering shorts 
put out on the Transmissouri decision, and to— 
that extent has been a help to prices, but 
though the general feeling is less apprehen- 
sive, the general market seems likely to re- 
— in an inactive and undecided condi- 
on. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the markets are still waiting, some sag- 
ging downward and others recovering.

The demand for rails is still considerable and 
one order is pending for 10,000 tons for 
Japan, but the reduction in Mesaba ore with 
the want of agreement as yet, among pro- 
ducers of hard ores, tends to encouage the 
belief of lower prices for finished products 
and also to hinder buying. The great strug- 
gle between the ore-producing companies of 
Mesaba has not yet so far developed that 
anybody can feel confident as to the future 
cost of iron. Meanwhile, with pig order 
accumulating, although some furnaces have 
stopped production, the price of Bessemer at 
Pittsburgh is a shade lower at 10.25 and gray 
forge at $9, but there are no quotable changes 
in prices of finished products, although the 
tone is rather weak. The new combination in 
cut nails only affected selling prices in east- 
ern markets.

Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, April 2.—Today’s trading was 
marked by a still further’ diminution in the 
volume of trading on the Stock Exchange, 
the total sales falling below 200,000 shares. 
Western Union became the leader of the mar- 
ket in point of number of shares sold, almost 
twenty thousand shares changing hands. The 
results of the day’s trading left the net 
changes in most of the active stocks narrow, 
all outside the coalers showing gains. There 
was an obvious undercurrent of strength in 
the Grangers and others of the western: and 
southwestern roads growing out of the agree- 
ment which, it is believed, will prove effica- 
cious in® maintaining rates and stll be within 
the law, as construed n the Transmissouri 
decision. A noticable feature of the market 
also was a resumption of the inquiry for the 
Vanderbilt stocks. The announcement of the 
arrival in London of individuals. representing 
large money interests received attention by 
dealers as a probable influence toward im- 
provement in prices of properties they repre- 
sene. Northern Pacific preferred was notably 
affected by this influence, owing to the belief 
aroused that conferences in London were 
tending to further a harmonious control of 
the road and the Great Northern. The mar- 
ket was not entirely dominated, however, by 
those favoring conditions, but still carried 
the incubus of a depression in the coal stocks 
and some of the Gould shares which the bears 
sought to accentuate. The bear attacks on 
these stocks checked the advance with which 
the market opened and caused declines. It 
was rather noticable that the subsequent fm- 
provement iit Western Union continued in 
the face of a statement by Russell Sage that 
*if business does not improve to a point war- 
ranting the usual dividend rate he should 
favor a reduction for the next quarter. The 
buying of the Vanderbilts and Northern Pa- 
cific preferred checked the decline and prices 
were carried to the top prices of the day, the 
coalers participating in the improvement.

GENERAL EASTERN MARKETS, 


Grain and Produce, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


CHICAGO, April 2.—Opinion as gauged by 
the early fluctuations in the wheat market 
was a trifle more favorable to the bulls than 
the close of yesterday’s session. Liverpool 
opened without any change, the northwestern 
receipts were smaller than they have been 
running of late, and the poor condition of 
wheat in Missouri as reported yesterday’ by 
the Agricultural Bureau of the State received 
some confirmation from private expert testi- 
mgny. Minneapolis and Duluth receipts 
were 289 cars, compared with 438 the corre- 
sponding day of the week before. Chicago 
received only nine carloads. May opened at 
70%@70%, against yesterday’s closing price of 
70%, and during the first two hours of trad- 
ing fluctuations ranged from 70% to 70%, with 
July keeping step at *%c per bushel behind the 
others. The inquiry from country qillers' was 
more in evidence than it has been for some 
time. Before 12 o’clock 80,000 bushels had | 
been sold for prompt shipnient, and the most 
notable feature of the country demand was 
that it was largely for No. 2 spring, and that 
40,000 bushels goes west to Kansas City. One 
of the items of news which helped the bears 
was the estimate sent from Duluth that stocks 
there would show an increase for the week of 
1,100,000 bushels and Minneapolis would only 
decrease 100,000 bushels, which indicated a 
probable increase in the visible, or at least a 
very small decrease. Closing cables were of 
rather mixed character. The market ruled 
firmer after 12 o’clock and May showed a ten- 
dency to improve faster than July. The for- 
eign advices were not only unfavorable as re- 
gards the poor outlook of the French crop, 
but the Russian crop was also said to be un- 
promising. The market had several violent 
fluctuations in the last half hour, May drop- 
ping suddenly from 70% to 70% and recover- 
ing again in a few minutesS to 71. May closed 
at 70%@71 and July at 70%@70%.

‘position to cultivate willows on a large 
scale, but mostly every farmer has a 
spare piece of land on which he can 
plant some without expending much la-. 
bor. Although the principle of varied | 
cultivation and extras, such as honey 
bees, etc, has proved many failures, yet 
the planting of properly selected side 
cultivation always insures success, as 
not every planting will fail in the same 
year. Willow-raising is certainly the 
most profitable and practicable side cul- 
tivation, as it is very simple in coOm- 
parison to the attention required by 
many other plants on which the profits 
are certainly much smaller. 

Low land is best suited, but high land 
will also do. Land with too much water 
or standing pools will not answer. The. 
cultivation is sinfilar to that of corn. It 
is best to plow in the fall and again 
in spring, and keep all weeds out. Early 
in April the plants or cuttings are stuck 
into holes made with an iron point 


>twelve inches apart, and in rows three 


feet apart, so that grass’can be kept 
down with cultivator and hoe, These 
cuttings are made from two to three- 
year-old willows, and are about one 
foot long; they are inserted leaving 
only two or three eyes, or one or two 
inches above the ground. In the first 
year only a few switches will grow, 
which will increase in number. Every 
year in March the willows are cut close 
to the stem. They are tied up in bun- 
dies ten inches in diameter, and placed 
in two or three inches of water, re- 
maining there until the latter part of 
April, or until small leaves and sprouts’ 
have appeared. This shows’ that the 
sap has risen, which makes the peel 
edsily removable. Now the willows are 
peeled by pulling them through a 
springy wooden fork, shaped like a 
clothespin, but larger, with blunt edges,

same in strands, which are easily re- 
moved. 

Willows are dried in the oven air and 
put up in bundles of fifty pounds for 
the market. 

About 15,000 cuttings are necessary 
to plant an acre. The willow reaches 
its greatest production in the third 
year, and with proper care and good 
fertilizing it will continue to yield good 
results for many years. Dry, peeled 
willows are worth 5 cents a pound, de- 
livered in Milwaukee? 

The following illustration may serve 


to show the profit obtained from the ; 


production of one acre of willows: 
‘One acre only moderately well cared 
for with fertilizer will yield at least 
four tons of green willows. This is the 
smallest amount as many acres yield 
seven tons. 

Of these four tons, two-fifths may be 
deducted for bark and moisture, leav- 
ing about 2666 pounds of dry willows 
at 5 cents a pound, $133.30; wages would 
amount to for cutting of four tons at 
$5, $20; peeling of 2666 pounds, at 1% 
cents for large and 2 cents for small 
willows, $50, $75. This leaves a profit 
per acre of $63.30, which is very favor- 
ably compared with that of wheat, rye, 
barley and oats, and it would be advisa-- 
ble for every farmer to undertake at 
least the cultivation of one-half or one 
acre. y 

In former years the American. farmer 
was able to obtain a higher price for 
his willows, owing to the fact that the 
manufacturer then received consider- 
ably higher prices for his goods. 

On account of the constantly-growing 
competition among manufacturers, 
they were obliged to look around for 
cheaper material. Willows were im- 
ported from Europe in large quantities, 
which discouraged some farmers and 
induced them to give up the cultivation 
of willows altogether. ° 

The above illustration plainly shows 
that the willows can be delivered for 5 
cents a pound. This price is equal to 
imported willows, inculding freight and 
duty of the latter, and gives the Ameri- 
can farmer a chance to compete with 
European oroducers, 


Cost of Cured Peaches. 


What is the cost of eured peaches? 
Otto Rhode of Redley, Fresno county, 
submits a calculation as follows: é 

One acre of peach trees five years 
old will have cost, proportionate outlay ’ 
for buildings and all other appurten- 
ances included, $2650. The crops of the 
fourth and fifth years will about cover 
running expenses, at best pay interest 
also. The peach trees after that will 
give about ten more crops, hence the 
investment ought to be repaid within 
that time. From the sixth year there 
is, say, an average annual yield of one 
and one-quarter tons of cured fruit, 
which, at 5 cents per pound, are worth 
$125. From this deduct 10 per cent for 
interest, $25; 10 per cent for sink- 
ing fund; cost of curing the. one and 
one-quarter tons at $40 per ton, $50; 
cost of pruning, spraying, cultivation- 
and fertilizing, $25—a total of $125, and 
equaling the gross income. This 
shows 5 cents per pound to be the cost 
price of cured peaches and is not stimu- 
lating to investment. 

With a tariff on imported dried fruit 
of 3 cents a pound and an increased 
market East, by reason of a revival of 
business, there is no reason to expect a 
continuance of the low prices prevail- 
ing during the past three years. With 
coe luscious cured peaches at 7% to 9 
cents, which is not extravagant, 
peach-growing will again be profitable.

CITRUS-GROWERS CALLED ON FOR 
‘SINEWS OF WAR. 

Money Needed to Defray Expenses 
of Delegates at Washington. 
Excellent Concert Given at the 
Tabéernacle—Art Exhibits—Notes. 


PASADENA, April 2.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Citrus Tariff Com- 
mittee has appointed Lyman Allen to 
obtain subscriptions from growers in 
this vicinity to defray the expenses of 
the fight now being made before Con- 
gress for a higher tariff on citrus fruits. 
The representatives of the industry who 
were sent to Washington have already 
succeeded in obtaining a higher duty 


than was originally contemplated by 


the Ways and Means Committee. Cali- 
fornia growers need, however, a greater 
degree of protection than has yet been 
accorded tothem, and a hard fight is 
expected in the Senate. Importers are 
making strong opposition to any in- 
crease in the tariff rate. If the dele- 
gates sent from California are to con- 
tinue their labors, money must be 
raised to defray their expenses in 
Washington. Mr. Allen will make a 
vigorous effort to obtain substantial 
support from all citrus growers in 
Pasadena and this vicinity. 
TABERNACLE CONCERT.

EAGLE ROCK, April 2.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.] A most enthusiastic and 
largely-attended meeting was held at 
the residence of P. W. Parker last even- 
ing to consider what inducements could 
be offered to bring the proposed Los An- 
geles and Pasadena Boulevard through 
this valley.

SAFE-CRACKERS DO A SUCCESSFUL 
JOB AT TUSTIN, 


They Get Away with About Two 
Hundred Dollars of Uncle Sam’s 
Money—An Invalid Will — News 
for Irrigators—News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, April 2.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The usually quiet town 
of Tustin was treated to a genuine sen- 
sation early this morning when Post- 
master Downs opened up his office 
about 8 o’clock. Upon entering the of- 
fice he found the back door unlocked 
and standing ajar, the door to the safe 
standing open, and papers and books 
scattered upon the floor in general con- 
fusion. The handle of the safe was 
removed, and three scarred places 
around the handle hole furnished mute 
evidence that powerful pressure had 
been brought to bear upon the heavy 
to spring it 
On top of the safe were a wrencn, 
chisel and punch, which had been 
taken from the village blacksmith shop. 
The tools had presumably been taken 
to assist in forcing a way into the 
building, but as a skeleton key did the 
work, the burglars had no use for the 
tools, and consequently left them on the 
safe when they left. The money draw- 
ers in the safe were taken across the 
street, behind D. H. Turnbeaugh’s shoe 
shop, where in an outhouse the con- 
tents were examined by the light af- 
forded by burned matches, and about 
$200 was taken. Papers that were val- 
ueless to the burglars and the drawers 
were left behind in the building, where 
they were found by Mr. Downs and 
others who, had joined in the search of 
the place after the robbery had been 
discovered. 

It is believed that the robbery was 
committed in the early part of the 
night. After 10 o’clock persons were in 
the buildings next to the postoffice, and 
in all probability would have heard. the 
intruders if they had come around in 
the after part of the night. 

It is believed that the burglary was 
committed by a gang that has been 
operating in Southern California for 
several months, as their mode of opera- 
tion is very similar to the attempts that 
were made a short while ago at Whit- 
tier, and also at Santa, Monica.

EXCITEMENT OVER THE PHILA- 
DELPHIA’S SAILING ORDERS. 


Admiral Beardslee and Staff Hon- 
ored by the Guatemalan Govern- 

- ment—U,. S. Grant Indorses D. C. 
Reed for Mayor—A Disabled Ship. 


SAN DIEGO, April 2.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Considerable surprise 
was occasioned here yesterday by the 
receipt of orders from the Navy De- 
partment for the U.S.S, Philadelpnia to 
start at once for Honolulu. It will 
probably be Sunday, or at the furthest 
Wednesday before the ship can be pre- 
pared for the journey to the island’ re- 
public, Considerable speculation is in- 
dulged in as to the reasons for this 
hasty ordering of the cruiser to the for- 
eign port. It is well known that the 
Japanese government has looked upon 
the Hawaiian Islands with greedy eyes 
for some time, and recent demonstra- 
tions indicate that the Japanese may 
be trying to put forth pretexts for some 
sort of hostile action on the part of 
their government. At any rate the naval 
officers here think there is a ‘‘nigger in 
the wocdpile’ somewhere, and many 
of them are very glad for the oppof- 
tunity to go to Honolulu, if there is 
promise of active naval service. What 
the effect of these sudden orders will be 
upon the naval representation at La 
Fiesta in Los Angeles is not definitely 
known, but. it is supposed Uncle Sam 
will have some of his soldiers and ma- 
rines at the fiesta. The Philadelphia 
has wired to Mare .Island for ammuni- 
tion to be taken aboard the Marion and 
the Petrel. 

HONORED BY GUATEMALA. 

Admiral Beardslee, U.S.N., and offi- 
cers of the flagship Philadelphia dur- 
ing their recent visit to San Jose de 
Guatemala, as representatives of the 
United States government at the open- 
ing of the exposition there, received 
very distinguished honors at the hands 
of the President of the Cent “Ameri- 
ican republic and from the people there. 
The Philadelphia was the only for- 
eign man-of-war present at the open- 
ing of the exposition, and the cowpli- 
ment of Uncle Sam to a sister republic 
was highly appreciated by the natives. 
Admiral Beardslee gave receptions on 
board the ship, and the citizens of 
Gautemala gave a reception to Admiral 
Beardslee, the captain and the officers 
of the Philadelphia. It was a grand 
affair. At the head of the table sat the 
United States Minister, and at his im; 
mediate right, Gen. José Marie Reina 
Barrios, President of the reptiblic of 
Gautemala. The menu had a design on 
the front page showing the volcanoes 
of Gautemala, the pier at San José, the 
U.S.S. Philadelphia, and the exposition 
building. Daring one of the receptions 
on board the flagship, the American 
minister, on behalf of the President of 
Gautemala, presented the ship a beauti- 
ful silk Guatemalan (ffiag, heavily 
fringed with gold. This action was re- 
garded as a distinguished token of re- 


gard. 
GRANT INDORSES REED. 

U. S. Grant, Jr., has just written a 
letter to D. C.. Reed, the Republican 
candidate for Mayor of this city, heart- 
ily indorsing Mr. Reed, and particularly 
indorsing the platform on which he has 
pledged himself to stand. Mr. Grant 
expects to return to San Diego after the 
Grant monument ceremonies in New 
York April 27. : 

A DISABLED SHIP. 

Barkentine Northwest, Capt. Lund, is 
mow anchored here awaiting repairs to 
her rudder which was dameged im the 
recent storm at Redondo by striking 
the bottom of the ocean. The heel of 
the rudder was jammed up throwgh the 
rudder port, breaking the braces, and 
rendering the vessel almost helpless. 
The captain was very much surprised 
at the mishap, as the depth of water in 
which the ship was lying when injured 
was twenty-seven feet. 


SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


The City Council, having neglected to 
make a contract for the electric lighting 
of the streets of this city prior to April 
1, leaves the city at the mercy of the 
San Diego Gas and Electric Light Com- 
pany, as that company is under no ob- 
ligation to furnish lights to the city. In 
response to numerous requests from a 
number of the citizens, the company 
turned on the lights last night without 
a contract, hoping that a contract will 
be consummated in the near future.

The people in this dis- 
trict have borne all manner of injus- 
tice, but have turned now an@ will de- 
mand their rights in the courts. 

They do not seem to wish to avoid 
honest debts, but will resist further 
plundering through the medium of 
taxes to be assessed to pay interest on 
bonds for which little or nothing has 
been received. The Defense Association 
is thoroughly organized, and every 
property-owner in Perris Valley is 
alive to the movement. The ultimate 
dissolution of the district is expected.
